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$3-bilIion boo-boo spurred latest bank hike 

Doesn’t matter jot or tittle—Crosbie

Confusion reigned in U.S. financial markets Fri¬ 
day after the Federal Reserve Board’s admission that 
the central bank had made a $3-billion clerical error 
that played a role in the latest round of increases in 
the central bank interest rate in both the U.S. and 
Canada. 

Upon release of the news, many private-bank interest 
rates fell sharply in the U.S. but one major bank raised its 
prime lending rate to a record IbVi per cent. 

The alarm was caused by a realization that facts the 
markets relied on until Thursday were wrong. 

“THIS IS NEVER-NEVER land,” complained William 
(libson, an economist at Smith Barney, Harris Upham and 
Co. 

Citibank, the second-largest U.S. bank, raised its prime 
rate to 15‘/i per cent but most other major banks failed to 
follow. Some analysts said the increase might be the last in a 
string over the last 10 weeks. 

The fall in other interest rates, however, indicated 
that money market certificates sold by banks and sav¬ 
ings institutions may be at their peak. Such accounts, 
with interest rates based on six-month Treasury bills, 
now yield 12.651 per cent. 

“WHEN A TRADER OR an investor sees from out of no¬ 
where he can be shot with a $3-billion correction in the 
money supply, that’s a tremendous risk,’’ said Gibson. 
‘‘The traders right now are rather numb.” 

The Federal Reserve Board’s error was disclosed late 
Thursday as it released the weekly money supply fig¬ 
ures. Those numbers are closely watched by the mar¬ 
kets and the size of the error stunned financial analysts. 

The major reasons for the jump in interest rates during 
the last month were the two major efforts by the Federal 
Re.serve to tighten credit. The first, on Oct. 6, was not 
influenced by the error but the second, on Oct. 18, may 
have been. 

“THE OCT. 18 TIGHTENING seems to have been based 
on an erroneous figure,” said David Jones, an analyst with 
Aubrey G. Lanston and Co. 

-That was denied by a spokesman for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, which carried out the tight- 
(‘ning moves. 

“If people think policy would have been substantially 
different over the last two or three weeks if those 
numbers had been correct, they’re wrong,” said Ri- 
( hard Hoenig, the board’s spokesman. 


And in Ottawa Finance Minister John Crosbie angri¬ 
ly dismissed The reports as ‘‘a minor error which has not 
a jot or tittle of significance to Canadians or to the econ¬ 
omy.” 

SPOKESMEN FOR THE Liberal and New Democratic 
parties said the U.S. blunder proved that the government 
was wrongin tying interest rates slavishly to those of the U.S. 


They expressed ronrern and apprehension about the eco¬ 
nomic information the government is receiving. 

“l am surprised at the hysteria of the opposition critics 
on this matter,” Crosbie told reporters. “They just want 
Harm the Canadian public.” 

“They made a minor error in calculating their money 
sufiply. I say — so what? These things happen all the 
time.” 


Crosbie said he had no intention of reconsidering this 
week’s interest rate increase in light of the information 
from the United States. 

The Federal Reserve, in an effort to control inflation, 
sets targets for money supply growth, which it attempts to 
control by either adding or withdrawing reserves from the 
country’s banks. On Friday, it twice added reserves, total¬ 
ling about $2.5 billion, analysts said, largely reversing its 
actions of Oct. 18. 

If the Federal Reserve is easing credit, that would re¬ 
duce the upward pressure on bank loan rates.

Sam had managed to get himself 
sacked by the Tahsis Logging Co. for 
rea.sons some of the folks decided 
were unjust. 

So the seven women picketed the 
operation and shut it down, singing as 
(hey did a country song that seemed to 
fit both the occasion and the town— 
Tammy Wynette’s Stand By Your 
Man.

SEOUL — President Park Chung-hee, 62 , authoritarian 
ruler of South Korea for 18 years, was shot to death Fri¬ 
day night by the chief of the Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency in a dinner party quarrel that exploded into bloodshed. 

The United States immediately placed 39,000 
American troops in South Korea on battle alert and 
warned North Korea not to try to capitalize on the 
change in power in Seoul. 

Five other persons were killed in the shooting, 
including Park’s.chief bodyguard, a government 
spokesman announced Saturday. The intelligence 
chief, Kim Jae Kyu, was arrested. 

Kim, who has headed the Korean CIA since 1976, 
was a close confidante of Park. 

At an emergency pre dawn cabinet meeting. 
Prime Minister Choi Khy Hah, known as a moderate, 
was named to succeed Park as president. Martial law 
was clamped on the country. 


They carried signs reading “Sam’s 
Our Man” and “Reinstate Sam.” 

Actually, Sam wasn’t their only 
man. They had husbands. The hus¬ 
bands, members of the International 
Woodworkers of America, wouldn’t 
cross the line set up by their wives. 
They reversed the usual role by serv¬ 
ing coffee and cookies. 

By Friday the ladies of Zeballos had 
proved they were a force to be reck¬ 
oned with. The picketing spread with 
woodworkers shutting down the com¬ 
pany’s two sawmills at Tahsis and a 
logging operation at Gold River. 

A cynic suggested that the women 
hadn’t really started the whole thing, 
that the men had put them up to it as 
a means of fighting for Rogers, who 
said he was fired for his part in a 
recent job action. 

But nobody seems willing to say that 
out front—at least within earshot of 
the women. 

At 1 p.m. today the Labor Relations 
Board will convene a hearing to deal 
with the company’s application for a 
cease-and-desist order. 

The hearing isn’t expected to fea¬ 
ture any country music.

U.S. reassures Seoul 


North Korea Saturday re¬ 
ported Park’s death in a 
radio broadcast, without 
comment. Pyongyang radio, 
monitored in Tokyo, said 
simply that Park was “killei^ 
by a gunshot.” China, a 
strong ally of North Korea, 
also reported the death with 
no comment in a two-para¬ 
graph story by the official 
Xinhua news agency. 

In Washington, President 
Carter reassured South 
Korea that the United States 
“will continue to stand firm¬ 
ly behind its treaty commit¬ 
ments” to the Asian nation. 

Immediately after news of 
Park’s killing, the U.S. de¬ 


fence department ordered 
two divisions of American 
troops in South Korea put on 
increased alert. 

Carter was informed of the 
upheaval several hours in 
advance of the first official 
announcement. He discus¬ 
sed the situation with his 
advisers, then left for Camp 
David for the weekend. 

White House officials said 
a national security meet¬ 
ing was held immediately. 
Carter did not attend, but 
those at the session included 
national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and the 
joint chiefs of staff.

The Cambodian government 
is refusing to admit trucks 
carrying food and medical 
supplies to that starving 
Asian country, three U.S.

The Ladner formula 
worked out to a 24-per-cent 
increase in wages and bene¬ 
fits in the first year and nine 
per cent in the second year. 


In Seoul, armed troops 
moved into press offices to 
enforce censorship on news 
reports. 

Government tanks sur¬ 
rounded the sprawling presi¬ 
dential palace^, known as the 
“Blue House,” which is lo¬ 
cated in the northern section 
of the city. 

The teeming capital of 5.5 
million people was tense but 
quiet following the killing 
that ended Park’s repressive 
reign, which had come under 
increasing challenge from 
students and others who riot¬ 
ed in two cities last week.

The refiner said 61 per cent 
of its third-quarter profit 
surge came from foreign op¬ 
erations and 39 per cent from 
U.S. activities.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The worst rate of inflation in 
the United States in 33 years 
continued its assault on the 
pocketbooks of Americans in 
September. Consumer 
prices rose 1.1 per cent to an 
annual rate of 13.2 per cent, 
the U.S. government said 
Friday. 

Alfred Kahn, President 
Carter’s chief anti-inflation 
adviser, told a congressional 
committee it would be “hard 
to quarrel” that inflation 
will be above 10 per cent for a 
long time, saying it is “very 
heavily an energy prob¬ 
lem.”

Germ-mill catastrophe claimed 


LONDON (UPI) — An accident 
last June at a factory producing 
bacteriological weapons in the Si¬ 
berian city of Novosibirsk report¬ 
edly left hundreds dead and thou¬ 
sands ill from a mysterious 
disease, a British newsmagazine 
said Friday. 

In Moscow, Soviet and diplo¬ 
matic sources did not discount the 
report, but said they were unable 
to confirm it. 

In an article entitled “The Great 
Russian Germ War Disaster,” 


Now, a new British .newsmaga¬ 
zine, said it had a received a report 
of the accident from a traveller 
who was in the city at the time. It 
said Soviet authorities had at¬ 
tempted to suppress all informa¬ 
tion on the subject. 

According to the Now report, 
shortly after the accident oc¬ 
curred, people living near the fac¬ 
tory on the city’s southern out¬ 
skirts began coming down with a 
mysterious disease and soon filled 
the hospitals to overflowing. 


It, said the number of patients 
ran into the thousands and the 
death rate was said to be “very 
high.” 

Relatives were forbidden to see 
the bodies, which were delivered 
to them in sealed coffins, although 
some who succeeded in examining 
the victims reported they were 
covered with brown patches, the 
magazine said. 

It said a ban was imposed on 
travel to and from the city and 
residents were instructed not to 


discuss what had happened. 

Novosibirsk, with a population 
of nearly 1,400,000 is Siberia’s big¬ 
gest city. It lies about 4,000 kilo¬ 
metres east of Moscow. 

Now said the exact nature of the 
disease probably never would be 
known but suggested it might have 
been the result of either experi¬ 
mentation with a new type of 
airborne virus or the result of a 
chemical accident, similar to the 
one that hit the Italian town of 
Seveso.

SEOUL, South Korea 
(UPI) ~ A violent under¬ 
ground explosion trapped 128 
miners in a coal-mine 95 
miles from the capital Satur¬ 
day and officials feared all 
were killed. 

“It is almost hopeless that 
the miners are still alive,” 
the reports quoted a police 
official as saying. 

The reports said the explo¬ 
sion took place 4,448 feet 
underground at Unsung cual 
mine, 95 miles southeast of 
Seoul. 

Fire and toxic gas filled 
the coal pits, arousing fear 
that all 128 miners trapped 
might have died, the re¬ 
ports said.

Geophysics firm 
denies coverup 
by Puget Power 


SEATTLE (AP)-An offi¬ 
cial of a Houston, Texas, 
firm said Friday that Puget 
Sound Power and Light Co. 
did not have access to a 1971 
geological study of an area 
near the site of a proposed 
nuclear power plant until 
September of this year. 

“There is no way (Puget 
Power) or their consultants 
could have had access to the 
study we did in 1971 and they 
probably would have had no 
way to know of its exis¬ 
tence,” said Carl Savit, se¬ 
nior vice-president of tech- 
nology for Western 
(^physical. 

Puget Power wants to 


build twin nuclear power 
plants near Sedro Woolley, 
Wash., in the Skagit River 
Valley. 

The Western Geophysical 
research was a critical fac¬ 
tor in the Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory C!ommission’s decision 
this week to postpone the 
final round of hearings on 
the plants. It reported that 
evidence pointed to “deep 
faults” in the region. 

Opponents of the plants 
had intimated that Puget 
Power or its consultants had 
withheld the study. Puget 
Power maintained it had 
known nothing about the 
study.

Two held 
in Sindona 
abduction 


ROME (AP) — Italian in¬ 
vestigators said Friday they 
jailed two Sicilian brothers 
on charges of belonging to a 
gang that kidnapped finan¬ 
cier Michele Sindona in New 
York in an attempt to obtain 
money and secret informa¬ 
tion. 

Italian investigators said 
Rosario and Vincenzo Spato- 
la, owners of a building firm 
in Palermo, were charged on 
the basis of investigations 
into their activities before 
and during Sindona’s disap¬ 
pearance. 

Sindona, charged with 
fraudulent bankruptcy in 
both Italy and the United 
States, allegedly used his 
banks as a channel to illegal¬ 
ly take money out of Italy. 

Sindona reappeared in 
New York on Oct. 17, wound¬ 
ed in one leg. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The United States is using 
radiation detection devices 
to try to learn more about a 
suspected nuclear explosion 
in the Southern Hemisphere 
last month. But officials 
admit the full truth about the 
incident may never be 
known. 

Following a briefing by 
government experts Friday, 
Senator John Glenn (Dem. 
Ohio) told reporters that 
seismic detectors and “air 
sniffers” are being used in 
the area to check for radia¬ 
tion. 

At a series of briefings for 
reporters Friday, adminis¬ 
tration officials readily con¬ 
ceded how llttlO they had 
learned about the suspected 
explosion since a U.S. satel¬ 
lite detected a “blast” of two 
to three kilotons Sept. 22. 

Thursday night some offi¬ 
cials privately blamed South 
Africa, a country long be¬ 
lieved to be harboring ambi¬ 
tions of joining the exclusive 


group of countries with nu¬ 
clear capability. 

The detonation was detect¬ 
ed in a huge area stretching 
from the southern Atlantic to 
the southern Indian Ocean. 
By Friday, officials were 
freely admitting that almost 


anyone could have been re¬ 
sponsible or a natural phe¬ 
nomenon. 

The president of South 
Africa’s atomic energy 
board, Dr. J. Wynand de Vil- 
liers, said any allegation of 
South African responsibility 
is “complete nonsense.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
CHiol Kyu-hah, South Korea’s 
new leader, was “simply a 
yes man” as premier and 
never would have opposed 
the man he replaced, an ac- 
quaintaince said Friday. 

“He was a blind, obedient 
follower,” said Dr. Jai 
Hyon-lee, former cultural 
and informational attache in 
the Korean embassy in 
Washington. Lee, an outspo¬ 


ken opponent of the regime 
of Park Chung-hee, sought 
and received asylum in the 
United States and now 
teaches journalism at West¬ 
ern Illinois University in 
Macomb, Ill. 

Choi, coming from a mid¬ 
dle class background, was 
educated in Tokyo after the 
Second World War, taught 
English in public schools in 
Korea and had a job in 1947 in

Park, his bodyguard and 
four others. 

The government an¬ 
nounced it would hold a state 
funeral for Park and called 
on the population of 36 mil¬ 
lion to join in mourning. All 
schools and universities 
were ordered closed and the 
routine four-hour curfew 
was extended two hours, to 
run from 10 p.m. to 4 a.m. 

Park, a South Korean 
army general, came to 
power in a May 16, 1961 
coup.

Lee said Choi can be ex¬ 
pected to follow Park’s poli¬ 
cies in relations with the 
United States and, building 
on Park’s lead, to seek a 
dialogue with North Korea. 
He said it is too early to 
predict what domestic poli¬ 
cies the new leader might 
pursue. 

Lee said he doubts Choi 
would turn out to be more 
than a caretaker leader until 
new elections are held and a 
new constitution written.

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent 
(UPI) — Prime Minister 
Milton Cato led the small 
Eastern Caribbean island of 
St. Vincent into full indepen¬ 
dence from Britain Friday, 
vowing to stem the advance 
of left-wing governments in 
the Caribbean area. 

Soon after the midnight 
- Friday ceremony at which 
the Union Jack was to be 
lowjjJd for the last time, 
was expected to call an 
^Immediate election to seek a 
new five-year mandate for 
his moderate St. Vincent 
Labor party, which now con¬ 
trols 10 of the 13 elected 
parliamentary seats. 

His main challenge was 
expected to comeXcem a new 
Marxist opposifion coalition, 
the United People’s Move¬ 
ment, which was boycotting 
the independence cere¬ 
mony. 

The United People’s Move¬ 
ment, together with two 
other non-Marxist opposition 
groups, disagreed with some 
sections of the independence 
coflfrtitution drafted by Cato 
and wanted him to call the 
election before proceeding 
into independence. 

Ca,to aides confidently 
predicted that the prime 
minister’s slate of candi¬ 
dates would wipe out the 
Marxist opposition. 

Government officials said 
the developments in Grena¬ 
da, St. Vincent’s .southern 
neighbor in the chain of 
Eastern Caribbean islands, 
had scared people away 
Trom the Marxists. In Gren¬ 
ada, leftist Prime Minister 
Maurice Bishop staged a 
coup d’etat last March and 
has since imprisoned dozens 
of opposition leaders and 
closed dmvn the independent 
press. 

Bishop was expected to at¬ 
tend St. Vincent’s indepen¬ 
dence party, but his arrival 
arrangements were kept se¬ 
cret for .security reasons.

Guerrillas reject

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia’s Patri¬ 
otic Front guerrillas Friday 
rejected the bulk of Britain’s 
latest settlement proposals 
for the war-tom rebel colony 
amid mounting indications 
that the Salisbury govern¬ 
ment of Bishop Abel Mu- 
zorewa would accept them. 

Guerrilla leaders Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo 
submitted two documents 
during a 45-minute session of 
peace talks, complaining 
bitterly that the British blue¬ 
print would exclude them 
and their 25,000-member 


forces from settlement ar¬ 
rangements. 

Informed British sources 
said that, if the Patrotic 
Front continued to maintain 
its position, the London con¬ 
ference would fail. 

Lord Carrington, British 
foreign secretary who is 
chairman of the talks, would 
not “change the rules of the 
game at this stage,” they 
said. 

The guerrillas labelled the 
British plan a recipe for a 
coup and a prescription for 
disaster.

Court convicts 
scientologists 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal judge convicted nine 
members of the Church of Scientology on Friday, in- 
.cluding the wife of the founder, of taking part in a con¬ 
spiracy to steal government documents about the church. 

Judge Charles Richey of district court set no date for 
sentencing the defendants, who included Mary Sue Hub¬ 
bard, wife of church founder, L. Ron Hubbard. 

; Mrs. Hubbard and six others were convicted of conspir¬ 
acy to obstruct justice, which carries a maximum penalty of 
‘ five years in pri.son and a $10,000 fine. 

One defendant was found guilty of conspiracy to ille¬ 
gally obtain government documents, which carries the same 
maximum punishment. Another was convicted of stealing 
government records, with a maximum penalty of one year in 
jail and a $1,000 fine. 

The Scientologists’ lawyers said they will appeal. 

Documents .seized from church offices in Los Angeles in 
1977 revealed that church operatives stole documents from 
the Internal Revenue Service, the justice department and the 
U.S. attorney’s office, among others.

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AUCKLAND, New Zealand 
(UPI) — A mysterious island- 
created by hot sand and rocks 
from a belching volcano—that dis¬ 
appears beneath the ocean waves 
only to reappear another time has 
surfaced near the South Pacific 
island kingdom of Tonga, geolo¬ 
gists said Friday. 

The island was formed recently 
by a volcanic eruption that spewtHl 
forth hot sand, rocks and clouds of 
sulphuric oxide gas. 

The first sighting of the island 
was made in 1852, according to Ted 
Lloyd, a district geologist based in 
New Zealand’s thermal area of 
Rotorua, 120 miles southeast of 


Auckland. At the time the island 
reached a height of 400 feet, but by 
1898 it had disappeared into the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The island, 30 miles northeast of 
the Tongan island of Kau, has 
appeared several times since then, 
only to vanish mysteriously. 

Volcanic eruptions often build 
up the island to several acres in 
size, but the soft composition of 
volcanic ashes and conglomerate 
pumice rocks are unable to with¬ 
stand the constant pounding of 
ocean waves, Lloyd said. 

He said the island is eroded by 
the ocean’s waves and eventually 
“disappears” below the surface of 


the water, a process he describes 
as a “jack-in-the-box” volcanic 
outcropping. 

Following an eruption of the vol¬ 
cano three months ago, the king of 
Tonga claimed the born-again is¬ 
land as his kingdom’s 17lst island 
possession. KingTauf Ahau Tupou 
IV named the island “Lateiki” in a 
flag raising ceremony amid 
steaming geysers and clouds of 
sulphuric oxide. 

“1 believe the island is given as a 
blessing to ail Tonga,” the king 
said. 

Lloyd and other New Zealand 
geologists believe, however, the 
island could sink below the ocean’s 
surface once again.

Carrington has proposed 
that a British governor run 
the territory in a two-month 
transition leading to fresh 
British-supervised elec¬ 
tions. 

He would be responsible 
for the pre.sent white-offi¬ 
cered forces which underpin 
Muzorewa’s bi-racial gov¬ 
ernment. But no mention is 
made of the guerrillas in the 
British proposals. 

“This plan is another ex¬ 
ample of the kind of disas¬ 
trous policy pursued by Brit¬ 
ain in a number of former 
dependencies,” the guerrilla 
leaders said Friday.

ALBERTA’S WEALTH has spawned a num¬ 
ber of cliches and jokes across Canada. It’s 
hard to find a Canadian Press wire story 
about that province which doesn’t contain the 
tiresome phrase “oil-rich Alberta,” and 
“blue-eyed Arabs” has been similarly worked 
to death. 

But while they often contain more than a 
streak of envy, there’s no real exaggeration in 
such statements. And they apply with equal 
validity to both the provincial government, 
with its overflowing Heritage Fund, and to 
thousands of individual Albertans. Just one 
illustration was the little CP news item a few 
days ago, noting that Albertans don’t share 
the current North American aversion to large 
gas-guzzling cars. Quite the contrary. Ed¬ 
monton Ford dealers have obtained additional 
allotments of 1979 Thunderbirds originally 
destined for other markets, and they are 
“selling like hot cakes.” 

It’s nice to see our hard-working neigh¬ 
bors enjoying the rewards of their oily toil and 
enterprise, but it would be nicer still to see 
them spreading their largesse around among 
those less fortunate. No, not the rest of us in 
Canada (much as we’d like to dig our grubby 
paws into the loot) but the Vietnamese, Cam¬ 
bodian and Laotian refugees who desperately 
want to get here. 

The latest figures published by Employ¬ 
ment and Immigration Canada don’t indicate 
any Calgary or other Albertan stampede to 
help the refugees. Up to Oct. 12, there were 356 
sponsorships in that province involving a total 
of 2,079 refugees. By comparison, these were 
some of the other provincial totals: British 
Columbia — 499 sponsorships, 2,762 persons 
sponsored; Ontario — 1,839 sponsorships, 10,- 
136 persons; Manitoba — 262 sponsorships, 
1,314 persons; New Brunswick — 46 sponsor¬ 
ships, 269 persons. 

Between them, the have-not Maritime 
provinces managed to provide 118 sponsor¬ 
ships for a total of 535 refugees up to Oct. 12.

Keeping a patch 
on the roving eye 


IF THE HONORABLE members who repre¬ 
sent us in the House of Commons have any 
sense of fair play, they will allow news pho¬ 
tographers to join television cameramen in 
recording Parliament at work. 

Furthermore, they will remove the cen- 
.sorship which now restricts television cover¬ 
age. Ah yes, there is censorship. Television is 
allowed to show only members speaking. Dis¬ 
playing the reaction, or inaction, of others to 
what is going on around them is banned. 

What a dilemma the prospect of television 
coverage must have posed for our honorable 
members. On the one hand, there was the 
potential for all that favorable exposure. On 
the other, there was the reciprocal prospect 
that the lK)red camera might roam in search 
of more interesting sights, as regularly hap¬ 
pens at football games. There is really no 
mystery to why honorable members restrict¬ 
ed coverage, or why they are allowing the 
news photographers into the Commons at 
present only on a trial basis. The fact is that 
politicians, like school boys, don’t always pay 
attention in class. They yawn, they scratch, 
they sometimes even doze. The prospect of 
having their gently snoring image carried by 
the magic of electronics across the land, right 
into the living rooms of the folks who voted for 
them, or having such a portrait reproduced 
across six columns in the local newspaper — 
well — it’s the stuff political nightmares are 
made of. 

Of course, the school boy comparison is 
not entirely fair—unless you know of a school 
boy who is paid $41,300 a year to pay attention. 
With that kind of loot at stake, we really 
shouldn’t be too surprised if our honorable 
members continue to let prudence overwhelm 
their sense of fair play and keep the snooping 
cameras from roaming as freely as they 
should. It’s not fair, of course. It’s politics. 


Catholics get the lowly jobs in Ulster 


BELFAST — Many Roman Catho¬ 
lics in Northern Ireland still believe 
they are victims of political and reli¬ 
gious discrimination by the territory’s 
Protestant majority, even though the 
British have outlawed it. 

The British government made dis¬ 
crimination illegal 3!^ years ago to 
eliminate one of the main cau.ses of the 
10-year-old sectarian strife in Ulster, 
the official name of the territory. 

But Robert Cooper, chairman of 
the government-sponsored Fair Em¬ 
ployment Agencif (FFA), established 
to break down the centuries-old pat¬ 
tern of often flagrant discrimination in 
jobs and housing, said there is still “a 
serious problem of inequality of oppor¬ 
tunity.’’ 

Government officials concede that 
it will take at least a generation before 
Northern Ireland’s 500,000 Catholics 
will be treated equally with Protes¬ 
tants. 

Historically, Protestants have do¬ 
minated the territory’s industry and 
owned the best land since the Eng¬ 
lish shipped them in to colonize Ire¬ 
land 400 years ago. 

The dispossessed native Catholics 
were left with the worst and lowest- 
paid jobs or scratching a meagre liv¬ 
ing as sharecroppers —- or without jobs 
at all. 

The FEA has made advances. But 
much of the old ways linger on, keep¬ 
ing alive the sectarian bitterness in

which almost 2,000 persons have been 
killed since 1969. 

“We’re still the bottom of the pile,’’ 
said Joe McMahon, a 50-year-old Bel¬ 
fast Catholic who has not had a steady 
job for 12 years. 

“The only difference these laws 
have meant for me is that I don’t havg 
to write down my religion When I 
apply for a job,’’ he said. “But it 
doesn’t make any difference in the 
end. A Protestant employer only has to 
.see my name to know which church 1 
go to on Sundays.’’ 

A comprehensive FEA survey last 
year indicated that Catholics remain 
in many ways second-class citizens 
when it comes to getting work. 

It said the number of unemployed 
Catholics was 2.5 times greater than 
the total of Protestant jobless — even 
though the Catholics are outnumbered 
two to one by Protestants. 

Few Catholics, it added, work in the 
major employment areas, particu¬ 
larly engineering, public utilities, in¬ 
surance, banking and business ser¬ 
vices, and consequently have little 
upward social mobility. 

The report said there was “a sig¬ 
nificant status distinction between 
what might be termed Roman Catholic 
occupations and Protestant occupa¬ 
tions.’’

The unemployment problem has 
been made worse by the sectarian 
violence and the near-total polariza¬ 
tion of the rival communities. Few 
Catholics would risk travelling 
through hostile Protestant areas to get 
to a job if they could find one. 



The FEA can take to court employ¬ 
ers who discriminate, but has rarely 
done so because it considers educat¬ 
ing employers Its main objective. 

However, other laws make it a 
criminal offence to publish religiously 
discriminating advertisements or to 
“aid.f incite, direct, procure or induce 
another person to discriminate.’’ 

The maximum penalty is a £400 
($990) fine. 

Both communities suffer from bad 
housing. But Protestants are able to 
move out of their urban strongholds to 
new developments. Catholics, jammed 
into their Protestant-encircled ghel- 
toes for safety, are reluctant to 
move. 

The Northern Ireland Housing Au¬ 
thority is struggling to rehou.se large 
groups of Catholics in planned new 
developments on Belfast’s outskirts, 
but some Protestants bitterly oppose 
the program. 

Rev. Ian Paisley and his hardline 
Protestant supporters have vowed to 
wreck a planned 2,000-home project 
for Catholics at Poleglass, bordered 
by staunch Protestant sectors in Bel¬ 
fast’s southern suburbs. 

“If Poleglass falls through, it will 
be almost impossible for some years 
to come to rehouse Catholic families 
now living in bad conditions,’’ one 
housing official said. “And that will 
only heighten the sectarian prob 
lem.’’

life and being totally dedi¬ 
cated to Parliament, has be¬ 
come as thin as a soda straw 
and looks his age. 

George Hees, thin and un¬ 
breakable as a rapier, keeps 
in top shape doing that spiral 
staircase a couple of times a 
day, jogging around Parlia¬ 
ment Hill through lunch¬ 
time, and churning out 50 
lengths daily of the big pooi 
at the Chateau Laurier. 

Always the showman, he 
has been in the political spot¬ 
light from the start. It was 
back during the conscription 
crisis of World War Two, 
when George Hees, without 
changing muddy, bloody uni¬ 
form, flew from the battle¬ 
fields of France to the plat¬ 
form of the Capital Theatre 
in Owen Sound during the 
famous byelection in which 
the Liberal candidate, for¬ 
mer Canadian Commander 
in Chief and Defence-Minis- 
ter-to-bc General A. G. L. 
McNaughton, was beaten. 

His dramatic appearance, 
to publicly testify that Cana¬ 
dians were being wiped out 
for lack of reinforcements, 
turned the campaign against 
Mackenzie (con.scription if 
necessary but not necessar¬ 
ily conscription) King and 
the Liberals. 

Many of George Hees’ 
friends were hoping he 
would get the appointment of 
Canadian High Commission¬ 
er to Britain that went to 
former Tory MP Jean Cas- 
selman Wadds. But the Ca¬ 
nadian command of the Joint 
Defence Board better be¬ 
comes him and keeps his 
hand in at the Commons. 

“Couldn’t stand that diplo¬ 
matic tea-drinking stuff,’* he 
said of the appointment to 
Britain he didn’t get. “Too 
much booze and cookie¬ 
pushing for me.’’ 


BRUSSELS, Belgium - 
Nosy tax collectors are 
matching wits against le¬ 
gions of artful tax dodgers in 
a new type of civil warfare in 
Europe. 

At first glance, a Welsh 
coal miner, industrial mag¬ 
nates like Italy’s Giovanni 
Agnelli and France’s Marcel 
Dassault and French singer 
Charles Aznavour would 
seem to have little in com¬ 
mon. But one thing they and 
millions of fellow Europeans 
from all walks of life share is 
an increasing dread of their 
tax inspectors. 

Virtually every country in 
Western Europe is casting 
an inquiring look at the wide¬ 
spread tax cheating or legal 
evasion they used to wink at 
— but now recognize as cost¬ 
ing billions in lost public 
revenue. 

The almost sporting atti¬ 
tude some Europeans have 
had about their jousting with 
tax officials is typified by 
Roy Tucker, who is being 
investigated by Britain’s In¬ 
land Revenue Service for 
creating a mammoth tax- 
shelter^ empire in recent 
years. 

“I went into tax avoidance 
mainly for the intellectual 
challenge. Of course, the 
money was a factor, but it 
was secondary,” he has ex¬ 
plained. 

Governments hard 
pres.sed by swelling costs of 
public programs and shrink¬ 
ing treasuries are seeking to 
stem this once-accepted 
drain. The practices that 
formerly were either con¬ 
doned or grudgingly tolerat¬ 
ed range from special 
“perks” or fringe l^nefits 
for employpes and unreport¬ 
ed personal income, to mil- 
lion-dollar tax havens or 
loopholes used .scientifically 
by major busines.ses. 

European authorities arc 
in the process of intensifying 
their scrutiny of such di¬ 
verse targets as the free coal 
British miners have re¬ 
ceived as an additional 
bonus for generations, the 
tax returns of singing stars 
and industrialists and a la¬ 
byrinth of. tax havens and 
other legal loopholes. 

British, French, Italian, 
Dutch and Austrian govern¬ 
ments and a number of in¬ 
ternational bodies all have 
begun such crackdowns. A 
recent report from the 21- 
country (Council of Europe 
urged an international 
treaty to combat what is 
called “the growing problem 
of tax avoidance and eva¬ 
sion, which has increased 
considerably as a conse¬ 
quence of the continuous ex¬ 
pansion of international 
trade and economic transac¬ 
tions since World War II.” 

The survey went on to 
state that France estimates 
that European-wide tax eva¬ 
sion amounts to $7.5 billion to 
$12.5 billion a year. The re¬ 
port added that the British 
Treasury may be losing $47.6 
million a year in potential 
revenue just because of the 
special tax position of the 
Channel Islands and the Isle 
of Man. 

Authorities in these coun¬ 
tries are pointing to tax 
havens such as the tiny prin¬ 
cipality of Liechtenstein, 
which shelters some 25,000 to 
40,000 letter-box companies 
in a country with a popula-

tion of 22,000 people. Other 
targets are the Antilles, 
where some 7,000 offshore 
finance companies were re¬ 
gistered in 1976, and the Cay¬ 
man Islands, which have 
some 5,000 registered fi¬ 
nance companies and nearly 
100 banks for a population of 
10 , 000 . 

Switzerland and Luxem¬ 
bourg also are criticized for 
their assistance to those 
seeking to keep funds away 
from the eyes of tax collec¬ 
tors. 

The European Common 
Market and the Organization 
for Economic Co-operation 
and Development have 
sought to increa.se co-opera-

tion among their member 
states in tracking down 
funds escaping across their 
borders. And a number of 
national authorities have 
turned up the pressure 
against tax evaders within 
their own frontiers. 

At the lower end of the 
economic scale, the Europe¬ 
an authorities want to con¬ 
trol the moonlighting or 
“black work” that has 
reached epidemic propor¬ 
tions in some countries as 
workers seek more tax-free 
income. 

Recent investigations in 
Italy have estimated that 
some 6 million persons, or 
nearly one-third of the coun¬ 
try’s known work force, are 
beavering away completely 
outside of any government 
control, paying no taxes. 

In France and Belgium, 
government plans to try to 
suppress some of these 
abuses resulted in howls of 
public protest, largely from 
small businesses that feel 
they have the most to lose. 

Unions present another 
complication. The ordinary 
workers want to keep their 
extra jobs and extra income. 
So it is up to union leaders to 
keep the taxman's inquisi¬ 
tive eye firmly on the profes¬ 
sionals and shopkeepers — 
and away from the rank and 
file. 


Boat children 
‘allowed to die’

HONG KONG — Relief workers and officials in 
Hong Kong’s refugee camps say the colonial govern¬ 
ment is implementing a policy of “intentional neglect” 
in the hope that deteriorating conditions will di.scourage 
potential refugees still in Vietnam. 

“The unofHcial word has gone out that the refugees 
.should be unhappy rather than happy, and tell their 
friends in Vietnam to stay where they are,” one volun¬ 
teer told me. 

It is more than a que.stion of creature comforts, 
although there are few enough of these; in .some camps 
people sleep three to a bed in conditions like those aboard 
a slave ship. 

In Au^st and September according to official 
statistics, 107 refugees died in Hong Kong’s camps. 
Many were infants who, according to smuggled letters, 
would have lived, given prompt medical treatment. 

The story of one baby is testimony of the callous¬ 
ness of “intentional neglect.” 

Every day for three weeks the girl’s parents ap¬ 
pealed to pri.son officials running their camp for medical 
treatment for the child’s “fever.” Much of the time her 
temperature was running at 104 degrees. “But every 
time they just gave us some syrup and refused,” the 
father said. 

She died 10 days after her second birthday of acute 
meningitis. 

Dr. Donald Dale, a 56-year-old Englishman working 
with the Hong Kong Christian Service, is one of several 
who are dissatisfied with the official complacency. 

“There’s no over-all control of medical facilities. 
There’s lack of access to treatment, with unskilled 
medics telling refugees it’s not necessary and aspirin 
will do,” he told me. 

“Employing people who are not competent costs less 
money but, since the United Nations High Commission 
for Refugees is providing money, there’s no excuse. The 
basic problem is lack of information and it seems the 
authorities don’t want the information to come out.” 

Taking the non-VIP route through one “open camp,” 
I saw conditions as bad as anywhere in South-East Asia. 
Next to areas set aside for cooking, a slurry of human 
waste from overflowing cess pools lay four and five 
inches deep. 

Many children are undernourished, their heads 
covered with sores. British nurses in the camps say 
vitamin deficiency is rife. Many children are losing their 
hair and their teeth as a result.

OTTAWA — The hottest thing going on the Hill 
these days is the Commons finance committee. 
House staff was forced to set up a room nor¬ 
mally used for receptions to accommodate the 
crowd that came to hear and question Bank Gover¬ 
nor Gerald Bouey Thursday, and even then there 
weren’t enough seats to go around. More than 30 
MPs turned up, aides scurried hither and thither, 
the walls were lined with reporters and a 50-scat 
visitors .section at the back overflowed. 

All in all, it was an impre.ssive, almost Ameri- 
can-style display of a committee at work for a 
group of Saskatchewan legislators (led by Speaker 
John Brockelbank) in town to study legislative 
procedures. 

On the other hand, had the group been interest¬ 
ed in a more representative look at Commons 
committees, it would have turned its attention to a 
clutch of other gatherings elsewhere in the build¬ 
ings. 

The Commons miscellaneous estimates com¬ 
mittee, for instance, met to question Harry 
Rodgers, the country’s comptroller general. 

Before getting underway, however, chairman 
Marcel Lapibert, an Alberta Tory of ample girth 
and a veteran well acquainted with the frustrations 
of getting cabinet ministers to appear at pieetings, 
serves notice that he expects Joe Clark’s min¬ 
isters to attend his committee when called. 

“Unless that person is dying or has a cabinet 
meeting ... we expect that person here,’’ he 
growls. 

• 

Over to the broadcasting committee, where 
Conservative Geoff Scott, a former reporter, is 
elected chairman, then is faced with the kind of 
tedious, time-consuming procedural wrangle that 
annually consumes hours of committee time. For¬ 
mer Liberal communications minister Jeanne 
Sauve gets things going, complaining that she had 
less than sufficient notice that the committee was 
to meet. She and fellow Liberal James Fleming 
only came “to tell you that we can’t attend this 
meeting.” Still the two stay anyway, and spend 
more than 30 minutes involved in a squabble with 
Tories Robert Wenman, Bennoa Friesen and New 
Democrat Mark Rose about the make-up of a 
steering committee that will decide the course of 
committee business. Would there be three Tories, 
two Liberals and one New Democrat in the group? 

Or three, one and one? Or three and three? In 
the end it’s agreed that it really doesn’t matter 
much, seeing as how steering committees rarely 
vote on anything anyway. . . 

• 

On to the Commons health committee. Tory 
Bruce Halliday, a doctor, is given the nod as 
chairman, but not before former health minis¬ 
ter Monique Begin gets in a dig about him being “an 
opting-out physician.” He’ll have to be watched. 

“I was never in the plan, so I couldn’t opt out,” 
Halliday retorts, taking issue with the suggestion 
that he might be less than committed to uni¬ 
versal medical care. 

New Democrat Stanley Knowles says he’s 
pleased Halliday is chairman and, as such, can’t 
ask questions and throw around “loose Tory 
ideas.” 

• 

Finally, a stop at the external affairs commit¬ 
tee where (as in the case of all the others) Tor>^ MP 
Donald Munro, former ambassador to Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua and other banana republics, offers 
grateful thanks for being selected chairman. (U’s 
almost as though he and the others had forgotten 
their appointments were all decided in advance, 
and that committee approval is nothing more than a 
formality). 

With the thank-yous out of the way, Munro 
pauses, looks about, then says, somewhat forlornly: 
“What do 1 do now?” 

In the end, one is left with a feeling that a 
committee cannot be better defined than as a group 
that can tell you 40 ways to fall in love . . . 
but can’t find you a girlfriend.

I understand that there has been •^•onsiderablc 
public interest in the affairs of Victoria’s hospitals and I 
feel that as a patient I am in an unique position to • 
comment. In fact I feel an obligation to do so. 

I live in Parksville and I have leukemia in its early 
stages. In the past year I have spent a lot of time 
studying the ceiling tile in B.C. hospitals. 

You should know that the standard of patient care 
here at the Jubilee is the highest in my experience. I ; 
am certain that the nurse-to-patient ratio is no greater 
than elsewhere, but it seems to be because the nurses 
are on the move. Here they work harder and concern . 
them.selves with tasks that in other hospitals are done : 
by housekeeping people. 

The latter are at an irreducible minimum. This en¬ 
tire floor seems to be maintained in its spotless 
condition by one .solitary lady. You may find her pol¬ 
ishing taps, under a bed chasing slippers, or from the 
top of a curtain ladder disputing a diagnosis with an : 
intern. You won’t find her motionless. 

Who do(*.s the rest of the conspicuous work? The • 
nurses do. There is a wonderful blend here of pony tails 
and white cross bunion shoes and whether they are ' 
wrestling an oxygen cylinder or a patient they do it as a : 
team with never-failing patience and much good 
humor. 

When the ministry of health instructs the manage¬ 
ment of a hospital to operate with an increment that is 
less than the rate of inflation, then the hospital has got ; 
to make cuts and it seems to me that to maintain service 
at its present high level, this hospHal must have been : 
getting its funds partly in the form of extra labor from a 
lot of long-suffering nurses and doctors. This cannot 
continue. 

I urge your readers to write to the minister of . 
health and to their MLAs to protest the reduction in 
funds for hospital care. 

Already there have been reductions made in the 
scope of .services offered by your hospitals. Unless the 
public makes its feelings known there is going to be a 
major disruption in the fine standard of patient care at 
all hospitals. From this disruption it will take years to 
recover. 

Nurses can read, too. They are far behind other 
organized groups at their present pay scale. Let s do 
something about this right now- befon* they are all ! 
washing di.shes for the B.C. Ferries!

G.A.I.N. program 
clarified for reader 

In response to a recent letter from Frank Snowsell 
Colonist, ^pt. 25, regarding changes in the G.A.I.N. for 
handicapped payments which result from cost-of- 
living increases in federal pensions, I would like to 
make the following comments which I hope will clarify 
the .system for your readers. 

This ministry’s G.A.I.N. for Handicapped Program 
is designed to provide our handicapped clients with a 
guaranteed level of income with which to meet their 
needs. In many cases, handicapped people have other 
sources of income (from the Canada Pension Plan. pri^. 
vate pensions, or the Disabled Veterans allowance) 
and the G.A.I.N. for Handicapped benefit is paid as a 
supplement to their income to raise it to the provincial 
guarantee. 

Moreover, G.A.I.N. for Handicapped benefits are 
themselves indexed to the federal cost-of-living in¬ 
creases. As the federal Old Age Security and Guaran¬ 
teed Income Supplements increase quarterly, so the 
provincial guarantee increases. 

For example, in July the maximum G.A.I.N. for 
Handicapped benefit was $357.23, which was equal to 
the total received by British Columbia old age pension¬ 
ers from the federal payments and the provincial 
G.A.I.N. supplement. On October 1, as a result of the 
indexing of the federal O.A.S./G.l.S. benefits, the pro¬ 
vincial guarantee rose to $36't.87. This figure now 
represents the new maximum for the G.A.I.N. for 
Handicapped Program. It will be adjusted again on 
January 1, 1980 and every three months thereafter. 

I have written personally to Mr. Snowsell to explain 
this and 1 do hope that my explanation will be of assis¬ 
tance to other readers who may not have fully under¬ 
stood how this ministry’s G.A.I.N. for Handicapped 
Program operates.

Cabaret guilty of racial slights 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
B.C. human rights board of 
inquiry has found the owners 
of Misty’s cabaret guilty of 
racial discrimination against 
blacks who frequent the 
Hornby Street discotheque. 

The board ordered the club’s 
owners, E. B. Misty’s Inc., to pay a 
total of $3,750 in damages to seven 
blacks and one white person in the 
first-ever ruling on a human rights 
ease involving discrimination 
against black people in B.C. The 
owners also must pay three-quar¬ 
ters of the cost of the proceedings 
which began last February. 

Both sides said costs of the in¬ 
quiry still have to bi‘ determined. 

The board said Thursday the 
club owners committed acts that 
were “hlafantly racist, and of such 


an obnoxious and patently deceit¬ 
ful character t^hat they must of¬ 
fend every decent and responsible 
member of our society.” 

Sixteen persons claimed that 
from May to December, 1978. 
Misty’s employees harassed and 
refused them entry to the club 
solely because of their skin color. 

The board, headed by Victoria 
lawyer Dermod Owen-Flood. 
ruled 10 of 18 complaints were 
valid, but added many of the com¬ 
plaints dismis.sed owing to lack of 
evidence aroused grave suspi¬ 
cions. 

Peter Spencer, Misty’s lawyer, 
said the b<)ard didn’t give enough 
weight to the club’s arguments in 
the case but said he’d have to 
di.scuss the judgment with the club 
owners before deciding on a pos¬ 
sible appeal 


The board agreed the club was 
pressured by police and liquor li¬ 
censing aqthorlties to prevent 
“pimps, prostitutes and drug traf¬ 
fickers” from entering, but said 
the Human Rights Code must be 
enforced as well as the Liquor 
Control and Licensing Act. 

“It .seems clear that the signifi 
cance of this fact is not fully 
understood, if indeed understood 
at all, by some of the officials 
Involved.” 

Paul Winn,, president of the 
Black Solidarity Association, said 
he is pleased by the board's ruling 
but thinks the fines are low. 

Delvin Nathan, who was award¬ 
ed $500 in damages, also feels the 
fines should have been more .se 
vere. 

“ItN m)t the money.” he said 


y We’ll donate the money to char-^ 
Ity. But more severe fines wouid^ 
have made other clubs take . 
greater note.” - 

Winn .said the judgment will help » 
the as.sociation when it a.sks city 
hall to revoke the club’s licence. 

“At first, council refused to be-, 
lleve that discrimination took ; 
place,” he said. “Now we’ll go-', • 
back to city hall and ask them what 
happens now.” ^ 

Council approved a bylaw iivr 
July that requires clubs to post a ' 
section from the city’s racial di.s- r 
crimination bylaw together with > 
their dre.ss requirements. All club - 
bouncers and managers must ' 
wear identifying nameplates and 
anyone ivfu.sed admittance must 
be given the rea.son by the club’s 
managemeni

Canada’s major oil com¬ 
panies continued to report 
healthy profits this week — 
and were soundly criticized 
for the size of their coffers. 

But the companies defend¬ 
ed their balance sheets, rei¬ 
terating their stand that big 
returns are needed for rein¬ 
vestment in exploration and 
development. 

And their critics were not 
.so loud as some have been in 
the United States, where oil 
companies were showing 
even higher returns. 

The size of the Canadian 
profits prompted Marc La- 
londe, federal Liberal en¬ 
ergy critic, to say his party 
may insist on a tix on excess 
profits. He said the com¬ 
panies are accumulating 
windfall profits and have no 
idea how to manage them. 

Imperial Oil Ltd., Can¬ 
ada’s largest, reported nine- 
month earnings of $309 mil¬ 
lion or $2.27 a share, up from 
$224 million or $1.72 the cor¬ 
responding period a year 
ago. Revenue rose to nearly 
$4.8 billion from $4.1 billion. 

However, the company 
said capital and exploration 
expenditures were $584 mil¬ 
lion, up 56 per cent, and is 
expected to reach $900 mil¬ 
lion by year end. 

Gulf Oil Canada Ltd. had 
nine month-earnings of 
$191.7 million or $4.22 a 
share, up from $125.9 million 
or $2.77. This was from reve¬ 
nue of $2.16 billion, up from 
$1.90 billion. 

Gulf’s profits were bol¬ 
stered by the $14.2 million it 
received for part of its inter¬ 
est in the Syncrude Canada 
project in Alberta and the 
company said earnings from 
refined products and chemi¬ 
cals were still “well below an 
acceptable level of return.’’ 

A spokesman for Gulf’s 
U.S. parent, Gulf Oil Corp., 
warned in Calgary this week 
that any government control 
of oil company profits would 
hurt both (he industry and 
the consumer. 

At the same time, U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter 
threatened some type of 
punitive measures against 
the oil industry in that coun¬ 
try if Congress does not ap¬ 
prove a windfall profits tax 
on domestic production. 

Carter’s statement fol¬ 
lowed huge earnings reports 
by U.S. oil companies. For 


example. Standard Oil Co. of 
Ohio showed a 191-per-cent 
increase during the nine- 
month period. 

By comparison, some Ca¬ 
nadian oil company returns 
were modest. 

Shell Canada Ltd.’ nine- 
month earnings rose to 
$163.3 million or $1.62 a 
share, up from $105 million 


ro $1.05. But Shell .said capi¬ 
tal and exploration expendi¬ 
tures of $259 million, to¬ 
gether with working capital 
requirements, exceeded 90 
per cent of funds generated 
from operations. 

Texaco Canada Inc. had 
earnings of $168.8 million or 
$5.06, up from $113.9 million 
or $3.24. 


Monitor fine if funds there 

CALGARY (CP) — The president of Imperial Oil Ltd. 
said Thursday his company would consider government 
monitoring of its operations if it resulted in better funding for 
frontier explorations. 

“Monitor us and pull us back if you want,’’ Jack 
/Xrmstrong .said. “But ^ve us increased revenues. 

“If we don’t get them, we can still continue as we are. 
We financed Cold Lake on our own, but with more reve¬ 
nues we can go into the frontier areas.”

Seaway users 
blast writeoff 


Gold plummets by $18 


A costly, unexplained St. 
Lawrence Seaway planning 
writeoff is just one of the 
reasons the major Seaway 
users want a voice in the 
financial affairs of the inter¬ 
national waterway, a lead¬ 
ing user-spokesman recently 
told a Sarnia service club. 

Donald Rothwell, presi¬ 
dent of the Great Lakes Wa¬ 
terway Development Asso¬ 
ciation, said in 1977 nearly 
$4.5 million was written off 
to obsolete planning. 

“You can get a tremen¬ 
dous amount of planning for 
$4.5 million and those who 
foot the bill have every right 
to know why such costly 
planning became obsolete,*' 
Roth well said. 

He said the major Cana¬ 
dian Seaway users are 
pleased with the Clark gov¬ 
ernment announcement in 
the throne speach that they 
would be consulted in some 
aspects of Seaway adminis¬ 
tration. 

But because the Seaway is 
now operating in the black, 
he said industry is urging 
Ottawa to freeze the Welland 
Canal and Montreal-Lake 
Ontario section of the Sea¬ 
way tolls at the 1979 levels.

Nova Scotia has sold its 
controverial cruise ship 
Mercator One. 

It was bought by the Diel- 
man Group of West Ger¬ 
many for $3 million about 
half what was originally paid 
for for the 13-year-old, 271- 
passenger vessel. 

A spokesman for the prov¬ 
ince’s development depart¬ 
ment, which nominally 
owned the ship following its 
seizure from provincially 
backed former owner, said 
the province lost between $8 
million and $9 million. 

The formerly provincaliy- 
owned venture capital com¬ 
pany, Metroplitan Area 
Growth Investments Ltd., 
decided to take a small eq¬ 
uity share in Mercator Ship¬ 
ping, a subsidiary of the 
original owners, Mercator 
Enterprises of Halifax, as 
well as provide a $5.65 mil¬ 
lion mortgage on the ves¬ 
sel. 

MAGI foreclosed on the 
mortgage in May 1977 after 
losses of $250,000 on the first 
three cruises in its opening 
six weeks in the Bahamas. 

The original intention was 
to operate the ship in winter 
months in southern waters 
and in summer in the Atlan¬ 
tic provinces. 

However, it never saw ser¬ 
vice in Canada.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
price of gold ended the week 
with a sharp drop of $18 an 
ounce in London, $16.50 in 
Zurich and $14.50 in New 
York Friday, while the U.S. 
dollar gained in foreign and 
domestic currency mar¬ 
kets. 

The Canadian dollar, 
which had recovered Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday, closed 
off 13/50ths of a cent at .8459 
U.S. in New York. 

Currency and gold traders 
were reacting to the U.S. 
treasury department’s an¬ 
nouncement of a big gold 
auction, analysts said. 

The department plans to 
auction 1.25 million ounces 
of gold next Thursday. The 
news unsettled a market that 
had ^ounted on a relative 
scarcity of the metal, ana¬ 
lysts said. 


Gold closed in London at 
$374 a troy ounce and in 
Zurich at $375.50, compared 
with Thursday’s close of $392 
in both centres. In New 
York, the late price for gold 
fell $14.50 to $373.50 an 
ounce. 

The new policy of short- 
notice gold sales, rather than 
a predictable monthly offer¬ 
ing of 750,000 ounces, is 
aimed at curbing wild specu¬ 
lative buying that was hurt- 
.ing the dollar. 

Gold sold as high as $444 an 
ounce in Zurich on Oct. 2 at 
the peak of the speculative 
rush. 

The dollar, which wound 
up at an 11-month low 
against many currencies at 
the end of that week, on Oct. 
5, has since recovered 
strongly, mainly due to new 


U.S. tight money policies 
and rising interest rates. 

Since Oct. 5, the dollar has 
gained 2.6 cents against the 
West German mark, 7.75 
cents against the pound, 4.3 
cents on the Japanese yen, 
5.5 cents on the Swiss franc 
and 2.3 cents on the French 
franc. 

In Tokyo, the dollar closed 
the week at 234.675 yen, up 
from 233.775 yen at the close 
Thursday but below Wednes¬ 
day’s 18-month high of 234.80 
yen. 

The pound sagged again in 
London to wind up at $2.1050, 
compared with $2.1135 
Thursday, and the best level 
for the dollar since mid- 


June. In New York, the dol¬ 
lar gained against the pound, 
with a late rate of $2.1105, 
compared with Thursday’s . 
$2.1125.

The B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees* Union may boycott 
all activities of the govern¬ 
ment’s occupational health 
branch as a result of what 
BCGEU general secretary 
John Fryer says was a “ma¬ 
licious" attack on union 
members by branch director 
Dr. Lee Kornder. 

Fryer was incensed by a 


speech made by Kornder 
Thursday at an occupation 
health conference in Seattle. 
He accused the doctor of 
“unfairly attempting to por¬ 
tray union members as ma¬ 
lingerers and abusers of the 
sick leave system." 

He said Kornder was 
“comparing apples with or¬ 
anges" by presenting sta¬ 


tistics showing a greater in¬ 
cidence of sick leave usage 
among BCGEU members 
than licensed professionals. 

“Union members In gov¬ 
ernment naturally use more 
sick leave because of the 


types of jobs that they per¬ 
form," Fryer said. He said It 
was “patently dishonest" to 
compare the job conditions 
of bridge crews, highway 
workers and tradesmen with 
those of doctors, lawyers 


and deputy ministers. 

Fryer said Kornder “con¬ 
veniently failed" to talk 
about the work related in¬ 
juries and diseases that 


played a part in the workers' 
time loss. He said such in¬ 
juries and illness cost tax¬ 
payers more than $6.7 mil¬ 
lion for the year.

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Kuhn frowns on association of Mays with gambiing casino 


ATLANTIC aTY, N.J. (AP) — Baseball great Wil¬ 
lie Mays will join Bally’s Park Place casino hotel Monday as 
a goodwill ambassador. Bally officials said Friday. But the 
move could affect the Say Hey Kid’s 29-year association with 
major league baseball. 

Mays, 48, has agreed to a long-term contract to work 
an average of 10 days a month promoting the Park 
Place casino hotel at public events, Bally officials said. 
The $200 million Park Place is under construction on the 
Boardwalk and is scheduled to open Nov. 30. 

Baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn refused to com¬ 
ment on reports he has asked Mays to disassociate himself 
from baseball and New York Mets because of the agree¬ 
ment with the casino. But he clearly indicated hi.s prefer¬ 
ence that the Hall of Famer not go to work for Bally. 


“Until there is confirmation of an agreement between 
Willie Mays and Bally Corp., there Is no comment I 
can make except to hope that he will elect to continue with 
the New York Mets in preference to Bally,’’ Kuhn said in 
a statement. 

Mays, voted into baseball's Hall of Fame this year, 
currently is a part-time coach and public relations figure for 
the Mets, where he spent the last two years of his phenome¬ 
nal baseball career. Mays earns $50,000 a year with the 
Mets. 

Bally officials said Mays has not yet signed a formal 
contract with Bally Manufacturing Corp. of Chicago, 
the owner of Park Place and the world’s largest maker of 
slot machines. 


Major league baseball has a long-standing policy for¬ 
bidding association with gambling and gamblers. 

A1 Rosen, former New York Yankees president who 
became a Park Place vice-president July 30, said he 
talked to Kuhn about Mays’ employment recently and 
had no indication that the commissioner objected. 

“1 explained Willie’s duties here and specifically stated 
some of the things he couldn’t do, including gamble in the 
casino,’’ Rosen said. “We wanted him to continue his 
association with baseball, to play in old timers’ games and 
attend functions, in essence be a PR person.’’ 

Rosen said Mays was hired for only about 10 days ^ 
month, “so he would be available for other things, such as 
baseball.’’ 

William S. Weinberger, former president of Caesars 


Palace in Las Vegas and now head of Bally, Insisted that 
Mays “would have nothing to do with gambling.’’ 

“He will be representing a resort hotel that happens to 
have a casino,” Weinberger said. “We had no intention of 
his becoming disassociated from baseball.’’ 

Weinberger said Bally hired Mays because “he’s probably 
one of the best known and best-loved sports figures in the 
world and I thought he’d be a great asset to our hotel.’’ 

Bally, had intended to' announce Mays’ hiring at news 
conferences Monday in New York and Atlantic City. 

Mays, who lives in Atherton, Calif., played for the 
Giants, first in New York and then in San Francisco, 
and the Mets, from 1951 until 1973. He holds several major 
league and National League records and hit 660 home 
runs in his career.

Through admittedly abstract in itself, 
a WIN (victory), rather than a din, is open to a 
“visual” interpretation. Also, it’s a question of a 
WIN “with” (i.e., accompanied by) fans screaming, 
or of the din directly produced by fans screaming. 

18. CHEAT not cheap. A CHEAT is more firmly apt, 
since it’s possible for a man to be cheap merely in 
that he charges low rates for his services. 

20. MARE not male or mane. “MARE” may very 
rea.sonably be linked with ‘.stallion” as its natural 
counterpart. Although a stallion is a male, there is 
no reason at all why “male” should suggest i‘stal- 
lion” (there is nothing equine about the word male). 
Though it may reasonably suggest lion or horse, 
say, there is no firm link between “mane” and 
“stallion,” specifically. 

21. PHASE not chase. An exciting PHASE, whether a 
cha.se or not. 

22. PEAK not teak. Since, in usage, one has high 
mountains and tall trees, the clue’s word “high” 
suits PEAK better.

2. LITHOGRAPHY not lithographs. LITHOGRAPHY, 
or the production of lithographs, can be said to 
involve a special method of printing. 

3. SOFA not soft. The clue links up well with the idea of 
being sealed, as favoring SOF’A. Since all cushions 
are soft, specifying a “soft cushion” would lack 
point. 

4. SURE not sore. Being sore, or simply angry, 

wouldn’t tend to make one tempted to be overbear¬ 
ing or arrogant. “SURE” links up more reasonably 
in this connection. ^ 

5. VOCATION not vacation. In general, while a lot of 
people don’t enjoy working at their jobs, they do 
enjoy their vacation, so there is nothing especially 
blessed about having an enjoyable vacation. 

8. RAIN not pain. The clue’s inclusion of the phrase “In 
one’s face,” superfluous for pain, has more point for 
RAIN.

Gorge Vale is a golf course undergoing dramatic 
changes. 

Not only is long-time manager Leo Herman retiring 
but the course is in the midst of extensive renovations that 
have been the subject of much speculation by Gorge 
Vale members and other area golfers. 

It’s that speculation that course superintendent Darcy 
Weston wants to set straight. 

Speculation about a replacement for Herman ended 
Friday when it was announced that Jim Bell of Saanichton 
would take over as manager on Jan. 14. 

Weston says that persistent rumors have led much of the 
golfingTJublic to believe that the club’s directors arc trying 
to turn Gorge into a championship course. 

That’s incorrect says Weston who is in charge of 
the renovations. 

“We re renovating and modernizing the existing course. 
We’re enhancing it and making it more functional year 
round. We’re noi««4(^nfipting to make it a championship 
course.” 

They are more than doubling the number of sandtraps 
from the existing 42 to more than 100 but it’s being done with 
the intention of helping the golfers. 

Only a few are being placed around the greens. The 
majority are fairway traps and are designed to cut down on 
penalty strokes. 

They’re preventative traps says Weston. ‘‘They’ll catch 
a lot of stray shots. They’ll keep balls from going out of 
bounds or being lo.st.” 

Many of the tee areas are also being rebuilt so that the 
rubber mats can be eliminated and Gorge will have grass 
tees year round. 

The 14th green (the gong hole) has been completely 
rebuilt and the 12th green ifr in the process of being rebuilt 
and trapped. 

The 14th has been lengthened from 150 yards to 175 and 
instead of hitting from the tee to a dropped and completely 
hidden green players will hit to a three-tiered elevated 
green. 

The 12th green will also be more visible and mounds are 
being constructed on the upper left side of the hole to prevent 
balls, rolling into the bush. 

Other major changes have been made on the eighth and 
ninth holes. 

The ninth was formerly an easy par five but was 
dangerous because the tee shot was hit over a hill and the 
fairway wasn’t visible. Golfers had to climb a tower to 
determine if it was all right to tee off. 

Vandals knocked the tower down recently and Weston 
says “they may have done us a big favor.” 

It helped them decide to make the tower unnecessary. 

They moved the tee to the top of the hill and turned the 
ninth hole into a par four and at the same time lengthened the 
eighth hole, turning it from a difficult par four into a par 
five. 

“We’re going to try that format for the winter and see 
how the members feel about it,” says Weston. 

Dther changes include removal of bushes from above the 
third hole and installation of mounds along the driving range 
boundary on the 18th hole. 

“Now on the third hole a golfer will be able to go for the 
pin instead of trying to hit short.” 

The mounds on the 18th should prevent balls from going 
into the driving range but still make it possible to reach the 
green with the second shot. 

Golf architect Norman Woods designed most of the 
changes while Weston and his crew have done the actual 
work. 

Weston, who farmed near Swift Current, Sask., has been 
superintendent at Gorge for three years and formerly held 
similar positions at the Victoria, Vancouver and Banff 
Springs courses. 

He expects to have the renovations completed by next 
year and then will start on a drainage program. 

“We’ve already had a consultant firm provide detailed 
information on the drainage situation." 

The renovations will cost an estimated $100,000 but only a 
small portion of it has been borrowed and the changes 
haven’t resulted in any dues increa.ses for members. 

Club pro Earl Davies says “I think most of the change.^ 
are for the better,” and he and W'eston both hope to .see 
a new clubhou.se built in the near future.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Crazy Canucks of downhill 
skiing are primed and ready 
to storm the European resort 
centres again this winter in 
search of the recognition 
which goes with World Cup 
victories. 

Perhaps the most 
psyched-up of the Canadians 
is Dave Murray of Whistler, 
B.C., rated the third best 
downhiller in the worl^, even 
though he has never^on a 
World Cup event. 

“The entire Canadian 
team is well ahead of last 
year in preparation for the 
racing season,” Murray said 
Friday. ‘‘We’ve put in the 
nece.ssary miles in training, 
we’ve worked hard on tech¬ 
niques and we’ve got the best 
equipment available. 

‘‘We’re all in a good space 
right now and just itching to 
start racing against the Eu- 
ropc'ans.” 

Murrqy, 26, is one of three 
Canadians rated in the top 10 
in the world by FIS, the in¬ 
ternational governing body 
of skiing. Steve Podborski of 
Toronto is ranked seventh 
and Ken Read of Calgary is 
rated 10th. 

Dave Irwin of Thunder 
Bay, Ont., injury-plagued 
during the last four years of 
racing, is ranked 20th, al¬ 
though he missed most of 
last winter with a cracked 
knee cap. 

“I wish we were just two 
weeks away from racing in¬ 
stead of five or six,” said 
Canadian coach John Rit¬ 
chie in an interview. 
“Everything has gone right 
for us in training, things 
have never been better. 

“We’ve now got the re¬ 
spect of the Europeans and 
we get the attention we de- 
.serve in Europe. And, you 
can’t win without the proper 
equipment, which we now 
get from the manufac¬ 
turers. 

“Canada has closed the 
gap with the Europeans and, 

I guess, we deserve to be 
ranked right behind the Aus¬ 
trians. 

“We’ve got four top racers 
right now in downhill and a 
couple of more top prosects 
as well.” 

The Canadian alpine team 
will spend another two 
weeks training at nearby 
Whistler Mountain — 
they’ve already been there a 
week — before heading to 
Europe for final prepara¬ 
tions. 

The first World Cup down¬ 
hill for men will be Dec. 7 at 
Val d’lsere, France, with the 
women opening Dec. 5 at the 
same location. 

Murray is hopeful of gain¬ 
ing his first World Cup win 
before the Winter Olympics 
in February at Lake Placid, 
N.Y. He was second in World 
Cup downhills twice in 1978 
and feels he’s ready to add 
another chapter to the ex¬ 
ploits of the Crazy Cana¬ 
dians, a tag hung on Canada

^Big business^ buying 
council votes—^Block

Saanich alderman Irene Block Friday accused some 
Saanich aldermen of dishonesty and corruption because, 
she claimed, they receive financial support in return for 
their votes on key issues. 

There are people on Saanich council who. Block said, 
are “tools of big business,” and who have access to se¬ 
cret “slush funds” to support their campaigns. 

’’It is known that they will vote in the interest of those 
who supported them when the time comes” for votes on 
issues such as rezonings and subdivisions, “anything that 
will make a smlill group of people a large bunch of 
money.” 

Block said the situation has occurred in the past, and will 
continue in the future. She said she knows of one candi¬ 
date for council this year whose campaign is receiving sup¬ 
port from businessmen who expect the candidate to vote 
in favor of their proposals. 

Block said she did not have solid evidence to support her 
accusations, but said the existence of the secret funds 
and of aldermen who receive support from private busi¬ 
ness for their campaigns is well known. 

She said she al.so knew of one candidate last year who 
was approached about campaign funds in return for 
' support for projects from big business, but who refused to 
accept them. 

She refused to name the names of any candidates or 
the organizations which are supporting them unless the 
names were kept “off the record.” 

Block made the statements during a panel discussion at 
a conference on Women and Political Participation at the 
University of Victoria. Other members of the panel were 
Victoria resident Donna Jones, NDP MP Pauline Jewett, 
NDP MLA Eileen Dailly, and keynote speaker Doris Ander¬ 


son, former editor of Chatelaine, and currentiv president of 
the Canadian Advi.sory Council on the Status of Women. The 
conference continues today. 

Block told the audience of about 200. all but two of them 
women, that they should get involved in politics at the 
municipal level. 

Any woman who felt unsure of herself should just 
visit a Saanich ccpicil meeting. Block suggested. 

’’Within 15 minutes you will be so fed up with what 60 
per cent of those turkeys are saying . . . you w ill know that 
you can do better with one hand tied behind your back and 
blindfolded.” 

While women are not invited to the “backroom” meet¬ 
ings of cliques on Saanich council. Block said she keeps 
informed of behind-the-scenes manoeuvering by inviting 
other council memb<‘rs to her own meetings, and by talking 
with council members on a one-on-one basis, a situation 
which sometimes occurs when an alderman “wants to look at 
a nice set of knees for a change.” 

“He drinks doubles, and 1 drink singles, and boy can I 
get a lot of information that way.” 

Block said after the panel discussion that she would not 
have made the comments had she known the press was 
at the meeting. Although she is not a candidate in muni¬ 
cipal elections this year, she expressed fear that if her 
statements were published, she would b<* subject to tre¬ 
mendous pressure from business groups supporting other 
candidates. 

Her statements Friday were not her first regarding 
a political slush fund. In September of 1977. while presi 
dent of the Saanich Greenbelt Association, she had rai.sed the 
subject in connection with a motion to limit campaign 
expenses for Saanich elections. 

“You all know there has been a slush fund in past 
municipal elections,” she said at that time, suggesting 
that up to $20,000 was involved.

Field now up 
to fifteen 
in city race 


Victoria’s electoral cam¬ 
paign heated up this week¬ 
end when former alderman 
Frank Carson filed his 
papers as a candidate in Vic- 
toiia’s aldermanic race. 

Carson’s announcement, 
along with statements from 
E&N Steering Committee 
chairman John Cooper, 38, 
and 30-year-old former 
teacher Patrick Skillings, 
brought to 15 the number of 
candidates for eight aider- 
manic seats coming vacant 
this year. 

The nomination ^deadline 
is noon Monday. 

Carson, who retired from 
politics following a heart at 
tack, was a city alderman at 
one time. He tried twice to 
win the provincial Social 
Credit nomination in Oak 
Bay. 

Filing his papers Friday, 
he said that he feels it impor¬ 
tant that there should be a 
balance of new ideas and 
experience. 

“I know I can offer the 
experience and I have never 
been afraid of new ideas,” 
Carson said. 

He predicted that the 1980.s 


will bring more problems 
than ever to all levels of 
government, and strength 
and experience would be 
needed to deal with the chal¬ 
lenges. 

“Tne economic pressures 
are heavy now. Within the 
year they will become enor¬ 
mous. We must, somehow, 
cut costs while maintaining 
services in these inflation¬ 
ary times. 

“This is not an easy chal¬ 
lenge, but one I think the city 
of Victoria can face if the 
people elect a council—ba¬ 
lanced, proven and capable 
of facing that challenge.” 
he said. 

Cooper, who was bom in 
Victoria and attended 
schools in the city, said the 
issues he was concerned 
with were transportation, 
economic development and 
environmental quality. 

Cooper said these is.sues 
had been neglected but 
should take centre stage in 
the 1980s. Married with two 
children and employed by 
the E&N Railway, he led the 
fight last year to save the 
little railway’s passenger 
service from oblivion.

Tolmie site favored 


Tolmie Elementary is the site favored by 
the Greater Victoria school board’s plan¬ 
ning committee for the school district’s 
new administrative centre. 

School board spokesman Bill Stavdal 
said the committee voted unanimously on 
Friday for the Tolmie site, which was 
closed as a school in 1978. Portions of the 
building are currently used by Camosun 
College. The comtnittee had also consider¬ 
ed several other schools, new construction 
on vacant property, and renovations to a 
board-owned warehouse on Cecilia Hoad.

We’ll have answers, Vander Zalm assures region

“It won’t be long now and 
we’ll be back with some an¬ 
swers for you,” said Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister Wil¬ 
liam Vander Zalm. 

But provincial, regional 
and municipal people re¬ 
mained unconvinced—and 
hunj^ry. 

THEY HAP SPENT piore 
than three hours Friday re¬ 
gurgitating all that had ever 
been said about regional 
government. They had 
missed lunch, and they still 
had heard nothing that had 
not been said before. 


It was all part of Vander 
Zalm’s investigations before 
bringing in amendments to 
legislation governing region¬ 
al districts—amendments 
that had been promised a 
long time ago, following a 
regional review commission 
which travelled through the 
province. The commission 
submitted its report more 
than a ^ar ago, and at that 
time l^l^lative changes 
were promised. 

Then Vander Zalm met 
with regional districts, 
promising a planning act 
and regional government 
legislative changes last 
spring. 

Nothing happened, but a 


little while ago Vander Zalm 
issued a revised report, pro¬ 
mised changes next year, 
and decided to talk to regions 


once more.

PERKINS TRACED the 
planning history of regional 
districts, explaining that 
when first efforts were made 
to bring planning and zoning 
regulations into previously 
unorganized areas, regional 
directors became practical¬ 
ly an endangered species. 

However, with settlement 


plans almost in place in all 
unorganized areas, things 
were settling down, and it 
would be a poor time to 
change ground rules and 
regulations. 

OUTER GULF ISLANDS 
representative James 
Campbell was particularly 
incensed at suggestions that 
planning and zoning func¬ 
tions should be moved from 
the regional board to another 
body. 

The only reason capable 
people had stayed in office, 
he suggested, was to meet 
the challenge of regional 
planning. 

“The only reason anyone 
comes into public office is 


because they feel there is 
something worthwhile to 
do,” Campbell said. 

“From a regional point of 
view, one of the really worth¬ 
while things is planning re¬ 
gionally so that the benefits 
of natural resources in this 
community can be preser¬ 
ved.” 

He said local politicians 
had been especially keen to 
see that agricultural land 
in the Saanich Peninsula 
should not fall prey to 
hungry developers. 

He noted that in a publica¬ 
tion Vander Zaim had sug¬ 
gested that local politicians 
should be free of the burden¬ 
some planning responsi¬ 


bility. “Somebody says that 
is a burdensome task. Well, 
that is a lot of g- non¬ 

sense,” said Campbell. 

ONE NEW NOTE was in¬ 
serted by Victoria Aid. Ron 
McKenzie, who suggested 
there should be revenue 
sharing throughout regions. 

Such a concept, he said, 
would prevent competition 
between various areas for 
development to enlarge local 
tax bases, so that land plan¬ 
ning could be instituted on 
regional needs Father than 
municipal tax needs. 

Most of the information 
and statements had been 
heard before—at last year’s 
presentations to the regional 


review commission hearing.s 
and at later meetings with 
Vander Zalm. 

Vander Zalm listened to 
regional politicians who told 
him what a great job they 
were doing. He listened to 
municipal people who told 
him how they wanted re 
gions—especially repre 
sentatives of outlying 
areas—out of their hair in 
such matters as planning 
and zoning. 

He took note of all com¬ 
ments and then said that 
after his province-wide tour 
he would look at the matter 
and devise some kind of leg¬ 
islation for presentation in

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
write about hypoglycemia. 
Tvc had it for years and I 
didn’t know what was wrong 
with me. I had been to 14 
doctors and it was “No. 14“ 
who asked me if I’d ever 
had a sugar tolerance test. I 
had never had one. It is sad 
that doctors put people down 
as mental when something is 
wrong with them physically. 
This disease must be missed 
by many doctors. — G.A.A. 

Hypoglycemia (low blood 
sugar) can be missed. It can 
also be over-diagnosed, 
often by patients them¬ 
selves. I daresay most peo¬ 
ple who write me about “low 
blood sugar” could forget 
the phrase and be none the 
worse for it. But it is a defi¬ 
nite medical problem, and i^s 
considered when certain 
symptoms (such as nervous¬ 
ness) cannot be accounted 
lor otherwise. 

Two factors are impor¬ 
tant: the fasting blood sugar 
level and the blood reading 
after one has eaten a meal. 

If blood sugar is low in the

fasting state, (in the a.m. 
after skipping breakfast) 
then a pancreas problem is 
suspected — a tumor, for 
example. The pancreas, as 
you know, makes insulin and 
releases it as one eats carbo¬ 
hydrates (sugar). Insulin 
helps carbohydrates get into 
cells. Some pancreas tumors 
produce and release insulin 
whether a person has eaten 
carbohydrates or not. Thus, 
the blood sugar level is al¬ 
ways abnormally low. This is 
true hypoglycemia and must 
be treated. 

The other kind is “reac¬ 
tive” hypoglycemia. Blood 
sugar is normal while fast¬ 
ing, but dips abnormally low 
hours after drinking a sugar 
solution (a glucose tolerance

test). Reactive hypoglyce¬ 
mia does not indicate a seri¬ 
ous underlying illness as the 
other kind often does. 

Reactive hypoglycemia is 
the common type,^ 9 if course, 
and it is treated with a diet 
low in sugar and high in pro¬ 
tein. The idea is to control 
production of insulin and 
keep the blood sugar level on 
an even keel. 

I’ve taken up more space 
than normal to answer your 
question. But there is a great 
deal of misinformation and 
unnecessary alarm over the 
low blood sugar matter. You 
correctly imply that hypog¬ 
lycemic nervousness is simi¬ 
lar to that from mental prob¬ 
lems. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am a 
male, almost 18, and my 
breasts are very fat. Is there 
something wrong with me? 1 
have been working with 
weights for some time now, 
but there is no sign of im¬ 
provement. It is very em¬ 
barrassing and 1 rarely ever 
take off my shirt. What do 
you .say — J.R.S. 

Gynecoma.stia, or breast 
enlargement in the male, 
occurs in about two-thirds of 
boys at the time of pu^rty. 
The swelling usually disap¬ 
pears in at least two years. If 
it persists after that, it may 
be due to a hereditary trait 
or to excess production of 
male hormones. A third 
cause is rare: a female hor¬ 
mone-producing tumor or 
scarring of the testes. 

If the medical causes are 
not present and if the en¬ 
largement persists and is 
p.sychologically damaging, 
the breasts can be surgically 
reduced in size. An over¬ 
weight problem can, of 
course, exaggerate gyneco- 
mastia, whatever the 
cau.se.

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It was a long and boring trip. 
The train was grinding its way 
toward Moncton, New Brunswick 
when passenger Susan Cor.man 
read a magazine article which was 
to change her life. 


She was beginning a year¬ 
long adventure which would even¬ 
tually take her to India but in 
Moncton she downed her back 
pack and made a detour. 


Susan had become fascinated 
by the article about an integrated 
classroom in the New Brun.swick 
city which handled both deaf and 
normal students. 


It was said to be a trend¬ 
setter and “I just had to see 
it,” she said in an interview many 
years later. 


Now 35, and the mother of a 
2-year-old boy, Susan has dedi¬ 
cated her life to serving the deaf. 


Since the Moncton school ex¬ 
perience in which she discovered 
her vocation, Susan has graduated 
from the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia as a social worker and is 
currently the regional director of 
the Western Institute for the Deaf 
which shares a Fort Street office 
in Victoria with the Deaf and Hard 
of Hearing Institute of Vancouver 
Island. 

She recalls, how she bra.sh- 
ly confronted the WID in Vancou¬ 
ver and told them she wanted to 
work with the deaf. 


They equally as bluntly asked 
her if she knew sign language. She 
didn't and was told, ”go and 
learn.” 

It took three months of inten¬ 
sive training but she did it. To her 
dismay on her return the institute 
could not find her a job. 


So she went to work for UBC in 
its child psychiatry unit doing re¬ 
search on deafness. 


That little battle for a job 
has helped Susan in one of her 
major responsibilities today- 
finding work fur the deaf and hard 
of hearing. 


It is a daunting assignment. 
Even if the deaf or hard-of-hear¬ 
ing job seeker has everything 
going for him or her it can still take 
two or three months. 


Some employers are just not 
prepared to take a chance or the 


trouble of spending a little extra 
time over communication. 

Take the food services busi¬ 
ness in Victoria—one of the capital 
city’s biggest industries as a part 
of tourism. Susan says there is a 
negative attitude toward the deaf 
in this major industry yet there is 
much work that deaf people could 
admirably perform. 


If nothing else, the employ¬ 
ment of deaf people could help to 
.stabilize an industry which has 
perhaps the highest turnover in 
British Columbia. 

Susan and her fellow staff 
members urge, encourage, and 
persuade many employers to give 
the deaf a try, not through any 
social obligation but more because 
many of the hearing handicapped 
have much to offer. 


For a start they are more 
loyal than the average employee 
and their safety and reliability 
records are comparable to work¬ 
ers with normal hearing. 


Workers with hearing defi¬ 
ciencies excel in jobs requiring 
concentration such as printing, 
food preparation and production, 
accounting, computer program¬ 
ming, auto body work, key punch¬ 
ing and similar jobs. 


But its an unkind world out 
there for many of them. 


The major problem is commu¬ 
nication, says Susan. Our very 
verbal society restricts job open¬ 
ings for the deaf. Any which are 
"language loaded,” as Susan puts 
it, or which involve frequent con¬ 
tact with the public are generally 
out. 

“It’s not much use being a 
driver if you can’t do COD work,” 
she adds. 


The institute staff approach 
job placement with three basic 
premises: 


• No one will be consider¬ 
ed for a job if they are not 
thought capable. 


• The pitch that it is an em¬ 
ployer’s social responsibility to 
hire a deaf person is not used. 


• There is an honest assess¬ 
ment of the job .seeker’s capabili¬ 
ties and limitations. 


In its two years in Victoria, 
the WID has had over 200 client 
contacts. About 80 were looking for 
work and a few wanted to achieve 
sometimes unrealistic dreams 
such as commanding $5 an hour.

getting married or buying a color 
television set. 

Susan o^asionally has reality 
sessions wit^eaf people and their 
families so they know just how life 
is in the job world. 

If a deaf person doesn't know 
his capabilities then a session is 
arranged with the institute’s con¬ 
sulting psychologist to discover 
language status, education back¬ 
ground, vocabulary and basic in¬ 
telligence. 

Susan admitSt^to having a good 
success rate in job placement 
through her frank, honest ap¬ 
proach. 

The institute relies heavily 
on the provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments for help and is one of 23 
agencies served by the United 
Way. 

The success stories are varied 
and are punctuated with patience 
and hours of long hard work by the 
institute and the job seeker. 

Susan tells of a 50-year-old 
Oriental woman who had never 
had .schooling and suffered a pro¬ 
found hearing loss. The woman 
had been sheltered by her family 
but wanted to go out to work. 

First she had to be taught 
ba.sic communication. It was a 
long struggle but today that 
woman lives in a special apart¬ 
ment for the deaf in Vancouver 
and is usefully employed for 20 


hours a month doing office clean¬ 
ing to supplement her handi¬ 
capped pension. 

Then there is Kathy Whitt¬ 
ia, a woman with a profound 
hearing loss who came to the 
institute .seeking work after a 12- 
year break. Today she doing cata¬ 
loguing work in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Public Library. 

Mrs Phyllis McAuley, a 
woman with a partial hearing loss, 
tried unsuccessfully to find work. 
The institute was able to help and 
she is now working for the motor 
vehicle branch of the provincial 
government as a key punch opera¬ 
tor. 

Many success stories unfold 
as Susan thumbs through her card 
file. 

You get the feeling, though, 
that the one she wants to tell you 
about most is the case she is about 
to tackle next. 

Job placement is just one sec¬ 
tion of the institute staff's work. 
As well, they do public informa¬ 
tion, education, interpreting, tech¬ 
nical aids and services, personal 
coun.selling and helping the police 
learn to identify deaf people. 

The rewards come through 
.seeing deaf people given a fair 
chance to achieve their potential, 
often surprising themselves and 
even the institute staff. 


Stress takes deadly aim at spirit of women

NEW YORK — 

• Stress is not killing women, but it may be killing 
“the unmea.surable parts, particularly their spirit.” 

• Women who place their whole emotional invest¬ 
ment in relationships with men may find themselves 
left without the social support they need. 

• Women’s rights to make their own choices, and be 
trusted in their commitments and competence, may 
b^ contingent on men’s investment in the maintenance 
of their own dominance. 

J •^^ Sexual responses are profoundly influenced by 
stYess.* 

• The major stress-producing impact that women 
experience in the courts is in the marital sphere. 

These were among the theses advanced during a 
recent two-day seminar on the Dynamics of Stress: 
Women and Other Peop/eheld at the College of Physic¬ 
ians and Surgeons of Columbia University. 

DR. KENNETH Greeqspan, addressing some 250 
men and women in attendainS^, said that stress, and dis¬ 
tress, might be compared to a violin string. 

’^ach of us has to find for ourselves a tautness, an 
amount of tension appropriate for us,” he said. Dr. 
Greenspan is the founder and director of the college’s 
Laboratory and Centre for Stress-Related Disorders, 
whfaBvI along with the Department of Psychiatry and 

I 


the New York State Psychiatric Institute, .sponsored the 
.seminar. 

Dr. Anke Ehrhardt, who is on the faculty at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and a research 
scientist for the New York State P.sychiatric Institute, 
speaking on biological cycles in women, said that during 
childhood boys generally had more behaviorial prob¬ 
lems and were more vulnerable, but that during adoles¬ 
cence there was a shift. 

“From the second decade on, the rates of depres¬ 
sion are higher for women,” she said. “This period 
brings on many stress factors that stay with some the 
rest of their lives.” 

EHRHARDT ASSERTED that despite the belief 
that the menstrual cycle affected women’s moods, 
objective data indicated that for most women, mood 
changes as a result of the menstrual period were mild 
and did not detract from their functioning in any way. 

She advanced the theory that the stereotyping of 
.sex differences and women’s pattern of “learned help¬ 
lessness” were major stress factors. 

“Social di.scrimination has reduced women’s op¬ 
tions, e.specially for women actively involved in child 
rearing and homemaking,” Ehrhardt said. 

Married women have higher depression rates than 
single, divorced or widowed women, she said, and sug¬ 
gested that a major reason might be the low prestige 
attached to being a housewife. 

o 


“Being married .seems to have a detrimental effect 
for .some women and a protective effect for men,” Ehr¬ 
hardt said. “The homemaker’s role is particularly 
stressful to women if it is the only role. Several studies 
show that working married women cope better with 
stress.” 

STRESS IS ALSO an ultimate result of neglecting to 
cultivate women friends, she said. This, she added, has 
also been described as “relational deficit.” 

“Thos^women who place their whole emotional in¬ 
vestment^ relationships with men find themselves 
left without the necessary social supports,” she said. 

Dr. Helen Kaplan, speaking on the effects of stress 
on .sexual functioning, that “sexual response is pro¬ 
foundly influenced by stress, and anxiety.” 

“A person under overwhelming stress becomes to¬ 
tally asexual,” she said. Even a lesser amount of 
stress can affect some part of sexual functioning. Dr. 
Kaplan said. 

“A female under stre.ss is more likely to lose her 
sexual desire, and often has problems having or¬ 
gasms,” said Dr. Kaplan, director of the Human Sexu¬ 
ality Program at New York Hospital-Cornell Medical 
Centre. “In males, the excitement phase suffers 
most.” 

SHE SUGGESTED that many younger, newly li¬ 
berated women were suffering increasing stress be- 


cau.se they had “unrealistic ideals.” They have not been 
taught that they cannot be perfect in all their roles. Dr. 
Kaplan said. 

The main stress-developing components women 
face come from contradictory pulls. Dr. Cynthia Fuchs 
Epstein asserted in her talk on role transitions in the 
changing social context. 

“Women’s rights to make their own choices and be 
trusted in their commitments and competence may 
well be contingent on men’s intensive investment in the 
maintenance of their own dominance,” Dr. Ep.stein 
said. “I do not believe the pressures women face occur 
as happenstance. I suggest ambivalence directed to¬ 
ward women, and played out in behavior, is a systemat¬ 
ic attempt of people in charge, those who initiate and 
maintain systems of hierarchy, to keep women subordi¬ 
nate.” 

DR. EPSTEIN, professor of sociology at Queen’s 
College and Graduate Centre, City University of New 
York, said women achievers often found that the emo¬ 
tional support they provided men was not always 
returned when they needed it. 

“Not that the men in their lives, personal and 
professional, do not always wish to pve them support or 
encourage their ambitions,” she said. “Sometimes they 
can’t. The men are not used to assuming supporting 
roles.”

OTTAWA (CP) — Social 
Credit MPs dramati¬ 
cally walked out of the 
Commons on Friday 
morning to protest 
what they called a deni¬ 
al of their speaking 
rights as members of a 
legitimate political 
party. 

After two of their mem¬ 
bers failed to get spe¬ 
cial recognition during 
the daily question 
period, all five mem¬ 
bers rose from their 
seats, walked past 
Prime Minister Clark 
as he was speaking and 
left the chamber. 

In taking the long walk 
the length of the cham¬ 
ber, the five obviously 
hoped for dramatic 
shots for millions of 
television viewers, but 
the walkout was not 
seen on television. 

The cameras remained 
focused on members 
who were asking or an¬ 
swering questions, and 
a spokesman at the 
Commons television 
facilities said the pro¬ 
testers had apparently 
walked under the cam¬ 
era angles. 


‘Old’ navy causes concern 


Lack of new equipment is the num¬ 
ber one complaint of servicemen, par¬ 
ticularly the younger ones, according 
to the commander of Maritime com¬ 
mand. ' 

Vice-admiral John Allan said dur¬ 
ing a tour Thursday of the Canadian 
Forces Base Esquimau “servicemen 
show a high degree of anticipation for 
the new equipment program.” 

Having the equipment would en¬ 
able them to maintain a high standard 
of professional competence in their 
traditional naval role, he said at a 
morning news conference. 

“I’m optimistic. I have to be and 
could not be otherwise. However, we 
have to be certain that the govern¬ 
ment and the people are equally con¬ 
cerned about the development of a 
small, but capable force,” he added. 

‘‘We’re holding our own at present 
with regard to equipment,” he said, 
but added that there was a 13-year gap 
in fleet replenishment programs. The 
newest of the destroyers was now six 
years old and it would take another 
seven years before the first of the new 
frigates could be put into service. 


“I feel, however, that there is not 
really the degree of comprehension 
among the people of Canada, particu¬ 
larly those away from centres of 
maiittme activity, for our problem. — 

“This is what worries me, this 
lack of consciousness. We could 
change it by having young Canadians 
who see us become concerned, as they 
rightfully should as citizens;” he 
said. 

Allan said young reservists and 
militiamen could carry this message 
back to the public and were doing 
so. 

“But we’re really not market¬ 
able,” he said. “We don’t go out to sell 
ourselves and our society doesn’t ex¬ 
pect or demand uU to get up on a soap¬ 
box.” 

Allan said Canadians had not real¬ 
ly concerned themselves about de¬ 
fence—“there’s not really a con¬ 
sciousness on the need for defence in 
this country. People are not stimulat¬ 
ed to think about the military.” 

Training schools across the coun¬ 
try were operating at 100 per cent 


capacity, he said, adding that a ceiling 
of 80,000 was an adequate armed 
forces strength. 

A refit program for 16 of Canada’s 
--18-agmgdestroyers was stiH on line, he 
said. 

The defence department began a 
study several months ago on extending 
the life of destroyers up to 10 years 
while awaiting final determination by 
the federal government on a new frig¬ 
ate program. 

The frigates would replace St. 
Laurent-class destroyers now more 
than 20 years old. 

The government is considering 
carrying out refits on Restigouche- 
class and Mackenzie-class destroy¬ 
ers. 

Four 20-year-old Restigouche-class 
destroyers are stationed at Esqui¬ 
mau—the Gatineau, Restigouche, 
Kootenay and Terra Nova. 

The four 18-year-old Mackenzie- 
class destroyers at Esquimau are 
Yukon, Mackenzie, Saskatchewan and 
Qu*AppelIe.

IWA cites CUPE leftists

The" leader of B.C.’s big¬ 
gest industrial union said 
Frid^' the nation’s largest 
public' sector union has .so 
many extreme left factions 
“you almost need a program 
to tdjl which group is 
what.” 

Jack Munro, western Can¬ 
ada president of the Interna- 
liondl Woodworkers of 
America, was referring to 
what he saw as one of the 
reasons behind the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees’ 
call fOr the resignation of 
Canadian Labor Congress 
president Dennis McDer¬ 
mott. 

Murtro, who has just re¬ 
turned to Vancouver from a 
Halifax meeting of the CLC 
executive council, said the 
overwhelming support for 
McDermott at the meeting 
left CUPE “standing by its 
lone^-dhfi’e.” 

It was a strong indication. 


he felt, that the CUPE posi¬ 
tion wouldn’t split the labor 
movement along industrial 
and public sector union lines 
as suggested in some quar¬ 
ters. 

However, some worried 
labor officials told the Colo¬ 
nist recently they feared a 
split of .some .sort over the 
rift between the 257,000- 
member CUPE and McDer¬ 
mott. 

McDermott’s failure to 
support the Canadian Union 
of Postal Workers or its lead¬ 
er, Jean-Claude Parrot, in 
last year’s defiance of a re- 
tum-to-work law has been 
cited as the reason for 
CUPE’s resignation call at a 
recent conference. 

However, some key labor 
officials see other reasons 
behind the move. 

They refer to a rumor that 
a merger may be favored for 
CUPE and the postal work¬ 
ers, although they agree that 
because of its size CUPE 


would simply swallow up the 
smaller union in such a 
move. 

They also say the left wing 
elements were not happy 
with the political direction 
the 2.3-million member CLC 
has taken under the guid¬ 
ance of McDermott, a 
staunch NDP supporter. 

But Munro said he doubted 
one suggestion that the “cra¬ 
zies” took control of the 
CUPE convention. 

“I don't think crazies is a 
good term—there are some 
intellectuals involved in the 
union’s extreme left,” he 
said. 

“They are constantly at¬ 
tacking the trade union 
movement for their own rea¬ 
sons.” 

The CLC executive council 
members who met for three 
days at Ottawa this week 
represented all sectors of 
the labor movement. 

“Th^re was absolutely no 
split between the industrial 


unions, the craft unions or 
the public sector unions,” 
Munro said. “CTJPE right 
now is standing alone.”

OtIaWA (CP) — It is 
time for the courts to stop 
treating juvenile delinquents 
as misguided children and 
start ^eating them as crimi¬ 
nals, a federal government 
study [says. 

A roport tabled in the Com¬ 
mons! Friday says children 
should not dealt with as 
harshly as adult criminals, 
but ydung persons who com¬ 
mit oifences must take re¬ 
sponsibility for their acts. 

Thc*ireport previews a new 
YounJ Offenders Act which 
the government intends to 
introd(uce in thef'Commons in 
the n^xt few months to re¬ 
placet the Juvenile Delin¬ 
quents Act, which dates 
from 1908. 

Th<! law now says the 
courts should give juvenile 
delinquents parental-style 
care Jind discipline. They 
shoulfl treat a juvenile delin- 
quent|“not as a criminal but 
as a fnisdirected ind mis¬ 


guided child ... needing aid, 
encouragement, help and as¬ 
sistance.” 

Calling this philosophy 
outdated, the report says 
“young people will be held 
accountable for their be¬ 


havior” under the proposed 
law. 

But the new law would 
rai.se to 12 from seven years 
the age at which children 
could be charged with crimi¬ 
nal offences.

Disableds' pleas 
airing 'Tuesday 

VANCOUVER (CP) — The B.C. Coalition of the Dis¬ 
abled will present evidence of discrimination to the B.C. 
Human Rights Commission Tuesday when it seeks the 
commission’s support for its battle to have the handi¬ 
capped protected by the human rights code. 

In its brief containing the examples of discrimination, 
the coalition describes a physically disabled woman who 
wa.sn’t allowed to live in a Vancouver apartment building 
becau.se she couldn’t sign her name to a tenancy agreement 
and the landlords wouldn't accept a notarized X.^ • 

It says a geologist with 15 years experience was passed 
over for a job In favor of a less qualified applicant be¬ 
cause he had multiple sclerosis, and a child with cerebral 
paLsy and mild retardation was denied the right to pub 
lie education for more than a year because of inter-minis¬ 
terial squabbling. 

A sheltered workshop in Victoria was accused of tak¬ 
ing advantage of its status as a training centre to pay dis¬ 
abled staff less than the minimum wage. 

The coalition wants the code amended to outlaw dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of “physical or mental condi¬ 
tion.”

OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment promi.sed the arts 
community Friday it would 
have a role in preparing for a 
parliamentary survey of 
arts and culture policies next 
year. 

Prime Minister Clark and 
David MacDonald, state .sec¬ 
retary in charge of most fed¬ 
eral cultural agencies, re¬ 
ceived briefs from the 
Canadian Conference of the 
Arts and the 1812 Comfhit 
tee, a group formed a year 
ago to argue against subsidy 
cuts imposed as an anti-in¬ 
flation move. 


Their meeting bmk place 
in a corridor of the Centre 
Block on Parliament Hill 
after a cabinet meeting ran 
nearly 90 minutes longer 
than scheduled. The prime 
minister apologized for 
keeping the delegation wait¬ 
ing and not being able to give 
it more time because of 
other appointments. 

It was not known w hat kept 
the cabinet in overtime ses¬ 
sion. But part of the arts 
complaint got into the cabi¬ 
net room in the shape of the 
gold Oscar won by Beverley

ture activities in the commu¬ 
nity. 

Their brief to the prime 
minister and cabinet Friday 
was a bulky book of press 
clippings gathered during 
the past year on the plight of 
arts organizations faced 
with financial cutbacks.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
dispute which has split the 
international environmental 
group Greenpeace has been 
M'ttled and a new organiza¬ 
tion has been forged. 

The new group, which in¬ 
cludes the Vancouver-based 
Greenpeace Foundation, 
Greenpeace America and 
Greenpeace Europe, will be 
called the Greenpeace Coun¬ 
cil and will include six coun¬ 
tries. They are Canada, the 
United States, Britain, 
France, the Netfterlands and 
New Zealand. 

‘‘Where once there was 
competition, there’s now col¬ 
laboration,” Patrick Moore, 
who was president of the 
Greenpeace Foundation 
here, said in an interview 
1’hursday. 

‘‘We’re all free at last to 
get on with new cam¬ 
paigns.” 

Greenpeace groups have 
led international protests 
against whaling, the seal 
hunt and nuclear arms test¬ 
ing in the Pacific. 

The agreement, reached 
earlier this month, ends a 
bitter two-year feud which 
saw a suit launched in the 
U.S. Federal Court by the 
Vancouver group against a 
breakaway group based in 
San Francisco. 

The suit asked that the 
U.S. group be forced to stop 
using the name and trade-

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Information bill 
gets expert’s ‘B’

The Conservative gov- 
ernment deserves a 
“solid B” for its new 
Freedom of Information 
Act, according to a lead-' 
ing expert on the sub¬ 
ject of freedom of infor¬ 
mation legislation. 

University of Victoria law 
professor Murray Rankin 
was the principal author of 
the Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s model bill on Freedom 
of Information, which was 
unveiled in Victoria last 
spring. Chunks of that bill 
have turned up verbatim in 
the new act, which has most 
of the principal characteris¬ 
tics of the bar association’s 
model bill, Rankin said 
Thursday. 

^ AMONG THOSE charac¬ 
teristics is an information 
commissioner who will, on 
request of the applicant for 
information, review any in¬ 
formation which the gov¬ 
ernment refuses to release 
on the grounds that it is ex¬ 
cluded from di.sclosure. The 
commissioner can only 
make a recommendation, 
but if the government re¬ 
jects a recommendation to 
disclo.se information, the ap¬ 
plicant can take it to a court 
for a final decision. 

The previous Liberal gov¬ 
ernment had promised a 
freedom of information act, 
but the fedefaT>Jection in¬ 
tervened beforAit could 
come to ParliameBt. 

“IFTHERE was a Liberal 
bill, it is clear that the Con¬ 
servatives were not in¬ 
fluenced by it,” Rankin 
said. 

He said the Canadian Bar 
Association’s model bill was 
based largely on recommen¬ 
dations from the parliamen¬ 
tary committee which held 
hearings on freedom of in¬ 
formation legislation. Thhse 
recommendations were 
clearly counter to Liberal 
policy, but because they 
cjme from a joint commit¬ 
tee, with representation 
from all parties, they were 
likely to be acceptable to 
Parliament, Rankin said. 

“THE LIBERALS will be 
hard pressed to say the bill is 
not tough enough." 

One criticism of freedom 
of information legislation in 
the U.S. has been the cost of 
administering it. One report 
puts the cost of the Ca¬ 
nadian bill at about $5 mil¬ 
lion to $10 million annually, 
Rankin said. The costs.’ in¬ 
clude obtaining the informa¬ 
tion from government files, 
duplicating it. and operating 
the office of the information 
commi.ssioner. 

EVEN IF the actual cost is 
that high, the real cost to 
Canadians could be much 
lower, Rankin said. Private 
groups might be able to ob¬ 
tain information in govern¬ 
ment files, rather than dupli¬ 
cate government research to 
get it, for instance.

Physicians at Victoria 
General Hospital have been 
especially hard hit by one of 
the hospital’s economy 
moves—removal of the com¬ 
missionaire from the hospi¬ 
tal parking lot. 

The commissionaire, who 
cost the hospital $12,000 a 
year, made sure that only 
doctors parked in the hospi¬ 
tal parking lot between 7 
a.m. and 1 p.m. each day, the 
time during which most 
physicians do their surgery 
and see their patients. 

So, when work now under 
way is completed, the park¬ 
ing lot will be 20 spaces 
larger (a special section for 
small cars will create more 
room in the lot), and have a 
different entrance and exit. 

During the morning hours, 
physicians can get into and 
out of the lot by using a 
special magnetic card to 
raise an electrical gate long 
enough to let them through. 
In the afternoon and eve¬ 
ning, the gate will be left up, 
to permit public parking. 

Cost of the service will be 
$2,100 a year, plus $1,500 for 
Installation.

One report says the infor¬ 
mation commissioner’s of¬ 
fice would have 30 em¬ 
ployees and an $800,000 
annual budget. To put that 
into perspective, the cost of 
running the office of the 
Commissioner of Official 
Languages last year was $3.6 
million, Rankin said. 

RANKIN’S mafn criti¬ 
cisms concerned clauses co¬ 
vering information which is 
excluded from disclosure. 
The American legislation 


was quite general, and inter¬ 
preting its meaning precise¬ 
ly has meant a large number 
of court cases. The bar asso¬ 
ciation model bill contained 
general clauses covering 
types of Information that 
would be excluded—policy 
advice, police investiga¬ 
tions, national defence, and 
others—but then went on to 
describe information which 
“Avas specifically not exclud¬ 
ed. 

F'or example, the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association model 
bill protected Information 
about law enforcement acti¬ 
vities from disclosure, but 
specifially stated that rec¬ 
ords revealing the use of 
illegal law enforcement 
techniques or procedures 
could not be withheld from 
the public. 

Rankin said the Canadian 
Bar Association will be 
forwarding suggestions for 
improvement of the Conser¬ 
vative bill to the parliamen¬ 
tary committee to which it is 
referred.

Energy Minister James Hewitt says it is 
in B.C.’s interest to sell surplus hydro-elec¬ 
tricity to the United States rather than join 
a proposed western Canadian power grid. 

Hewitt said Thursday the province has 
not rejected a recent Manitoba proposal to 
create a power grid among the four west¬ 
ern provinces. 

But in the short term, Hewitt said, B.C. 


could get a better price for its energy in 
U.S. markets than in Canada. 

And in the long term, the province has a 
better chance of attracting industry if it 
develops its own hydro-electric power to 
the fullest. 

Hewitt said the present proposal calls for 
B.C. to rely partly on Manitoba power. 

He said B.C.’s final deci.sion will not be 
made for some time.

In the handling of the mail that 
comes daily to my desk, I am con¬ 
stantly amazed and more than a 
little touched — by the fact that so 
many of these letters come from folks 
who have no gardens. 

At first glance, it may seem 
strange that anyone without a garden 
should bother to follow a garden col¬ 
umn in the paper, but actually, there is 
a simple explanation. 

You see, most of these letters 
come from ex-gardeners, forced by 
age, infirmity or economics to live in 
apartments, rooming houses or nurs¬ 
ing homes. 

They still feel the pull of the soil, 
though, and they do their gardening 
vicariously by turning to this column. 
Incidentally, many a prize gem of soil 
wi.sdom has come my way from these 
knowledgeable veterans. 

F'ortunately, the occupant of even 
a single room can still do a bit of. 
dirt-dabbling by growing a potted 
plant or two in a sunny window, and 
about the easiest and most satisfying 
of these are the spring-flowering 
bulbs. 

Even for families with extensive 
outdoor gardens, I don’t know of any 
better way to give your spirits a lift 
than to fill the house with pots and 
bowls of flowering bulbs. 

And to have these heralds of 
spring come into bloom during the 
depressing days of January and early 
February — perhaps even in time

for Christmas — the bulbs haH better 
be purchased and potted up within the 
next few weeks. [ 

(The first bulbs to pot up and the 
firs^ to come into bloom are the so- 
called Roman or Christmas hyacinths, 
most of them imported from the north 
of France. These are nothing like the 
opulent Dutch hyacinths, but they . 
come into bloom much earlier — often 
in time for Christmas — and they have 
a certain grace and delicacy with their 
widely spaced and loosely hung white 
bells. 

They have the true hyacinth fra¬ 
grance, too, and are quite a bit easier 
to grow indoors than the regular 
kind. 

The Cynthella or miniature hya¬ 
cinths are similar in form, although 
not quite as early as the Romans, but 
while the Roman hyacinths come only 
in white, the Cynthcllas are available 
in quite a wide range of colors. 

One of them, a particularly fine 
flower called Rosalie, can be brought 
into bloom in time for Christmas, 
and has dainty, silvery pink bells. 
Another, Borah, produces several 
spikes of lavender blue flowers in 
January, while an orange-salmon vari¬ 
ety, as yet unnamed, is especially 
lovely when grown in a blue poryelain 
bowl. 

While the.se special kinds have ex¬ 
treme earliness in their favor, they 
really cannot compare with the true 
Dutch hyacinths with their crisp fo¬ 


liage, stout stems, closely packed 
florets and intoxicating fragrance. 
Against this, they require quite a long 
period of storage in cold darkness 
after potting up, and this, of course, 
makes them considerably later in 
coming into bloom. 

I would say the most popular and 
beloved of all potting hyacinths is a 
pure white variety called L’Innocence, 
blooming about the third week in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Another veiy good white variety is 
Carnegie, making a bigger, broader 
spike of bloom and with larger florets, 
but several weeks later than L’Inno¬ 
cence. 

Among the blue hyacinths, my 
choice for indoor growing would be 
O.stara, in a clear medium blue and 
tall, straight stems. Bismarck is a 
lighter sky blue, while King of the 
blues is a darker Oxford blue, very 
fragrant. 

Lady Derby is an exquisite flower 
in a light salmon pink shade, while 
City of Haarlem is a fine pale yellow. 
La Victoire is a good red, while 
Tubergen’s Scarlet is an inten.se flam¬ 
ing red, by far the reddest of all red 
hyacinths and sweetly fragrant. 

Jan Bos, a fairly new variety, is a 
bicolor, red florets with a sparkling 
white eye. Pink Pearl is a rich, deep 
pink, blooming a little ahead of the 
other pinks, while Princess Pearl, a 
sport of Pink Pearl, is an exquisite 
silvery frosted pink.

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HOLLYWCX)D — A recent 
letter to the editor of the Los 
Angeles Herald-Examiner 
took me to task for saying 1

The writer was Robert F. 
Slatzer, who claims to have 
bi‘en married to Marilyn for 
four days many years ago. 
That claim, incidentally, 
was given support when a 
Danish author named Lem- 
boum, in his biography of 
Marilyn, says she acknow¬ 
ledged the marriage to 
him. 

Aside from claiming to 
have been married to Mari¬ 
lyn, Slatzer identified him- 
.self in the letter to the editor 
as an authority on the sub¬ 
ject of her death, although he 
wasn’t there that morning. 

I must admit that I never 
heard of Slatzer until after 
Marilyn’s death. I knew 
Marilyn, well, going back to 
her early years in Holly¬ 
wood, but she never said a 
word to me about him. In 
fact, until Marilyn married 
Joe Di Maggio, she only 
talked to me about one previ¬ 
ous husband — a Van Nuys, 
Calif., policeman. She never 
said anything, at least to me, 
about a four-day “Tijuana 
marriage.” 

That does not mean he 
wasn’t married to her; just 
that I never heard about it 
and I was close to Marilyn. 

Slatzer’s letter says that 
was not present that morn^ 
ing, but my presence is a 
matter of record. All you 
have to do is read my stories 
of her death. 

Slatzer quotes Sgt. Jack 
Clemmons of the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department as 


saying that all reporters and 
photographers were barred 
f rom the death scene. That is 
true. An officer was at the 
door when I arrived and was 
keeping out all media types. 
So I used the same line I had 
used many times in similar 
situations: “Coroner’s of¬ 
fice.” 

I was waved in just as I 
was waved into Lana Turn¬ 
er's house when Johnny Sto- 
panato's body lay on her bed¬ 
room floor with a stab hole 
big enough to see daylight 
through. 

End of journalism lesson. 

Slatzer also disputes my 
count of the sleeping pills in 
Marilyn’s home, but I never 
said that 1 counted the tab¬ 
lets, only that I read the 
labels. What I did report was 
there were 600 sleeping pills 
prescribed to her. I learned 
that by reading the labels on 
the bottles. 

Frankly, it doesn’t make 
any difference whether 
there were 600 tablets pre¬ 
scribed to her or 109 tablets 
found, as Slatzer claims. 
Either way, that’s enough to 
knock out a couple of bulls 
and a cow.

INDIANS ATTACK 
TAHSIS ‘NONSENSE’ 


Mowachaht Indian band chief Mary Johnson 
has angrily denied a claim by Tahsis Company 
president Jack Christensen that the pulp mill at 
Gold River meets pollution standards called for in 
bylaws passed by the band. 

“Utter nonsense,” was her reaction to Chris¬ 
tensen’s statement Thursday that the company is 
meeting the A-level pollution standards the bylaw 
adopts. 

She said she could not a^e with the company 
president’s claim “because it’s just not true. How 
could it be true when Tahsis has been ordered to 
install equipment to rectify the situation?’’ 

The provincial pollution control board recently 
granted Tahsis an additional two-year deferral on 
installation of major pollution abatement work it 
had ordered at the mill. 

Last week the federal Indian affairs depart¬ 


ment gave the band permission to enforce bylaws, 

which were passed in September following a public 
hearing on the reserVe, eight miles from Gold 
River. 

The bylaws adopt the A-level pollution control 
standards of the B.C. forest industry and the noise 
pollution control standards of the Greater Vancou¬ 
ver Regional District. 

It is tl^ first known case in Canada of an Indian 
band ^ddpting a bylaw to control pulp mill pollu¬ 
tion. 

The band, comprising 200 Nootka Indians, has 
complained for years that exhaust from the mill, 
adjacent to the band’s reserve, causes respiratory 
ailments, skin rashes and eye infections. 

The band’s main grievances include waste dis¬ 
posal, air and water pollution, chemical spills, 
noise, pesticide and herbicide applications. 


Chief Johnson said federal health officials had 
started monitoring emissions from the mill, and 
two bylaw enforcement officers would be appointed 
next week. 

Under the bylaws, Tahsis or any individual can 
be fined $100 a day or jailed for 30 days for each 
violation. Tahsis also could be forced to shut down 
its mill if it does not comply with thq bylaws. 

The documents were drafted because of the 
band council’s conceim about health problems suf¬ 
fered by residents which appeared to be linked to 
massive environmental contamination. 

A 1979 federal Environment Protection Service 
report documents the halted migration of two 
Pacific salmon species and a complete loss of 
herring spawning in Muchalet Inlet since the mill 
went into operation in 1967.

Upon release of the news, many private-bank interest 
rates fell sharply in the U.S. but one major bank raised its 
prime lending rate to a record 15Vi per cent. 

The alarm was caused by a realization that facts the 
markets relied on until Thursday were wrong. 

^^THLS IS NEVER-NEVER land," complained Willian 
Gibson, an economist at Smith Barney, Harris Upham and 
Co. 

Citibank, the second-largest U.S. bank, raised its prime 
rate to 15 Vi per cent but most other major banks failed to 
follow. Some analysts said the increase might be the last in a 
string over the last 10 weeks. 

The fall in other interest rates, however, indicated 
that money market certificates sold by banks and sav* 
ings institutions may be at their peak. Such accounts, 
with interest rates based on six-month Treasury bills, 
now yield 12.651 per eent. 

“WHEN A TRADER OR an investor sees from out of no¬ 
where he can be shot with a $3-billion correction in the 
money supply, that’s a tremendous risk," said Gibson. 
"The traders right now are rather numb." 

The Federal Reserve Board’s error was disclosed late 
Thursday as it released the weekly money supply fig¬ 
ures. Those numbers are closely watched by the mar¬ 
kets and the size of the error stunned financial analysts. 

The major reasons for the jump in interest rates during 
the last month were the two major efforts by the Federal 
Reserve to tighten credit. The first, on Oct. 6, was not 
influenced by the error but the second, on Oct. 18, may 
have been. 

“THE OCT. 18 TIGHTENING seems to have been based 
on an erroneous figure," said David Jones, an analyst with 
Aubrey G. Lanston and Co. 

That was denied by a spokesman for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, which carried out the tight¬ 
ening moves. 

"If people think policy would have been substantially 
different over the last two or three weeks if those 
numbers had been correct, they’re wrong," said Ri¬ 
chard Hoenig, the board's spokesman. 


SPOKESMEN FOR THE Liberal ancfNew Democratic 
parties said the U.S. blunder proved that the government 
was wrong in tying interest rates slavishly to those of the U.S. 


They expressed concern and apprehension about the eco¬ 
nomic information the government is receiving. 

“1 am surprised at the hysteria of the opposition critics 
on this matter," Crosbie told reporters. "They just want 
to alarm the Canadian public." 

"They made a minor error in calculating their money 
supply. 1 say — so what? These things happen all the 
time." 


Crosbie said he had no intention of reconsidering this 
week’s interest rate increase in light of the information 
from the United States. 

The Federal Reserve, in an effort to control inflation, 
sets targets for money supply growth, which it attempts to 
control by either adding or withdrawing reserves from the 
country’s banks. On Friday, it twice added reserves, total¬ 
ling about $2.5 billion, analysts said, largely reversing its 
actions of Oct. 18. 

If the Federal Reserve is easing credit, that would re¬ 
duce the upward pressure on bank loan rates.

Man.

SEOUL — President Park Chung-hee, 62, authoritarian 
ruler of South Korea for 18 years, was shot to death Fri¬ 
day night by the chief of the Korean Central Intelligence / 
Agency in a dinner party quarrel that exploded into bloodshed. 

The United States immediately placed 39,000 
American troops in South Korea on battle alert and 
warned North Korea not to try to capitalize on the 
change in power in Seoul. 

Five other persons were killed in the shooting, 
including Park’s chief bodyguard, a government 
spokesman announced Saturday. The intelligence 
chief, Kim Jae Kyu, was arrested. 

Kim, who has headed the Korean CIA since 1976, 
was a close confidante of Park. 

At an emergency pre-dawn cabinet meeting. 
Prime Minister Choi Khy Hah, known as a moderate, 
was named to succeed Park as president. Martial law 
was clamped on the country. 


They carried signs reading "Sam’s 
Our Man" and “Reinstate Sam." 

Actually, Sam wasn’t their only 
man. They had husbands. The hus¬ 
bands, members of the International 
Woodworkers of America, wouldn’t 
cross the line set up by their wives. 
They reversed the usual role by serv¬ 
ing coffee and cookies. 

By Friday the ladies of Zeballos had 
proved they were a force to be reck¬ 
oned with. The picketing spread with 
woodworkers shutting down the com¬ 
pany’s two sawmills at Tahsis and a 
logging operation at Gold River. 

A cynic suggested that the women 
hadn’t really started the whole thing, 
that the men had put them up to it as 
a means of fighting for Rogers, who 
said he was fired for his part in a 
recent job action. 

But nobody seems willing to say that 
out front—at least within earshot of 
the women. 

At 1 p.m. today the Labor Relations 
Board will convene a hearing to deal 
with the company’s application for a 
cease-and-desist order. 

The hearing isn’t expected to fea¬ 
ture any country music.

Carter was informed of the 
upheaval several hours in 
advance of the first official 
announcement. He discus¬ 
sed the situation with his 
advisers, then left for Camp 
David for the weekend. 

White House officials said 
a national security meet¬ 
ing was held immediately. 
Carter did not attend, but 
those at the session included 
national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and the 
joint chiefs of staff.

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams, who initiated talks be¬ 
tween the two sides on Tues¬ 
day, said details of the 
tentative contract will not be 
released until ratification 
votes are held.

Germ-mill catastrophe claimed 


LONDON (UPI) — An accident 
last June at a factory producing 
bacteriological weapons in the Si¬ 
berian city of Novosibirsk report¬ 
edly left hundreds dead and thou¬ 
sands ill from a mysterious 
disease, a British newsmagazine 
said F’riday. 

In Moscow, Soviet and diplo¬ 
matic sources did not discount the 
report, but said they were unable 
to confirm it. 

In an article entitled "The Great 
Russian Germ War Disaster," 


Now, a new British newsmaga¬ 
zine, said it had a received a report 
of the accident from a traveller 
who was in the city at the time. It 
said Soviet authorities had at¬ 
tempted to suppress all informa¬ 
tion on the subject. 

According to the Now report, 
shortly after the accident oc¬ 
curred, people living near the fac¬ 
tory on the city’s southern out¬ 
skirts began coming down with a 
mysterious disease and soon filled 
the hospitals to overflowing. 


It said the number of patients 
ran into the thousands and the 
death rate was said to be "very 
high." 

Relatives were forbidden to see 
the bodies, which were delivered 
to them in sealed coffins, although 
some who succeeded in examining 
the victims reported they were 
covered with brown patches, the 
magazine said. 

It said a ban was imposed on 
travel to and from the city and 
residents were instructed not to 


discuss what had happened. 

Novosibirsk, with a population 
of nearly 1,400,000 is Siberia’s big¬ 
gest city. It lies about 4,000 kilo¬ 
metres east of Moscow. 

Now said the exact nature of the 
disease probably never would be 
known but suggested it might have 
been the result of either experi¬ 
mentation with a new type of 
airborne virus or the result of a 
chemical accident, similar to the 
one that hit the Italian town of 
Seveso.

Region digs in heels on agricultural land 


NANAIMO — The Nanaimo Region Board has 
added its voice to those groups pressing for a 
non-political appeal body for the agricultural land 
reserve. 

The board voted this week to support propos¬ 
als of the B.C. Federation of Agriculture designed 
to make decisions on agricultural reserve land 
appeals free of political pressure. 

Gabriola Island director Joyce Lockwood, 
who proposed the regional resolution, said that 
she had worded it carefully to avoid mention of 


the 600-plus acres in Langley that is the subject 
of a current controversy. 

She said that decision regarding exclusion 
from the agricultural land reserve should be 
primarily based on technical grounds, but 
“amendments to the land commission act have 
resulted in an increasing amount of decisions 
being made on a political basis by the En¬ 
vironment and Land Use Committee.” 

The federation of agriculture proposed that a 
permanent chairman of the B.C. Land Commis¬ 


sion be appointed, who was of widely recog¬ 
nized capability, statui;e and objectivity. 

They also suggested present appeal proce¬ 
dures be amended to remove appeal decisions 
from the political arena and that the ELUC be 
instructed to publish its reasons for excluding 
land from the ALE. 

Coombs-Hilliers-Errington director Joseph 
Pullen objected to the motion being considered 
this week, saying that the item, which came up 
as new business, was too important for a “snap 
decision.” . 


But Owen Kennedy of Cedar argued that the 
issue was not a new one. “We’ve been facing this 
for a number of years,” he said. “We've seen the 
erosion of agriculture land in the province. It's 
time we took a good, hard lopk at the way we’re 
currently dealing with agricultural land.” 

Board chairman Paul Smith suggested that 
what was being eroded was a process—the pro¬ 
cess of preserving agricultural land. 

The resolution was approved by a wide mar¬ 
gin.

ment.’ 

It continues by saying that 
does not mean regional dis¬ 
tricts cannot be improved 
and offers several proposals 
which aldermen feel would 
h(‘lp in making regional gov¬ 
ernment an improved ser¬ 
vice. 

Size is the first point and 
council has suggested the 
( omox-Strathcona Regional 
District be split into two di.s- 
tricts, the first being the 
Comox Valley to include 
Courtenay, Comox, Cumber¬ 
land and Electoral areas A, 

R and C. 

The second district would 
comprise the remainder of 
the present regional dis¬ 
trict. 

The brief says that “it is 
felt the Comox Valley is a 
more natural and viable gov¬ 
ernment unit, with the area 
sharing many common prob- 
lein& and attributes. " 

Tfic weighted vote also 
came in for discussion in the 
brief, with council asking 
that it be abolished. 

Aldermen said the proce¬ 
dure appeared to violate the 
fundamentals of demo<'racy 
and added that “we know of 
no otlier such application." 

The establishment of elec¬ 
toral area commissions with 
jurisdiction over certain 
local mailer established by. 
clearly-defined legislation 
was another recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Administrative support 
would be provided by region¬ 
al district staff. 

Such a commission would 
consist of five elected mem 
iK'rs in each electoral area 
and one member appointed 
as a director of the regional 
board. 

Improvement districts 
could ahso be brought under 
jurisdiction of such commis¬ 
sions. 

The commission would in 
the opinion of Cumberland 
alderman provide a simple, 
understandable and effi¬ 
cient form of local govern¬ 
ment and rural serv ice deliv¬ 
ery system. 

I^c implementation of a 
coUnty system does not meet 
w ith favor and the brief says 
it will only lead to more con 
fusion and overgovernment 
than at present. 

The consolidation of re¬ 
gional, rural, hospital and 
school functions is a highly 
contentious issue and one 
which requires further in¬ 
tensive study, aldermen 
said. 

Such a study should also 
include investigating the in¬ 
clusion of provincial agen¬ 
cies involved In local ser¬ 
vices, such as highways and 
public health. 

In regard to problems in 
fringe areas, the.brief says, 
“we feel most problems can 
be dealt with through mean¬ 
ingful discussions and nego¬ 
tiations by the affected 
municipalities and electoral 
comiriissions.” 

Meanwhile, still on the 
topio^of regional districts, 
Courtenay-Comox Chamber 
of .Commerce will also be 
foi*Warding briefs to the min¬ 
ister.

Big project approved

NANAIMO — A new public office building, 
possible bus service for Nanoose and extension of 
the French Creek sewer occupied the attention 
of regional board directors. 

The regional hospital board gave the final seal 
of approval to the public health portion of a new 
Parksville office building, clearing the way for 
construction on the $1.8 million facility to start 
this week. 

The Nanaimo Region Board, sitting as the 
hospital board, approved its $180,000 share of the 
buildiog, on Hirst Street in Parksville, which will 
house human resources and the ambulance service 
as well as public health. 

Regional taxpayers will pay 20 per cent of the 
cost of the health facilities in the building, or 10 per 
cent of the total costs. 

Land for the facility is being purchased from 
the Parksville-Qualicum school ^ard. 

Already on the property are a heritage church 
and the offices of District 69 SOS, which will be 
allowed to stay rent-free for an indefinite period. 

The office building, which was designed by 
Nanaimo architect David Spearing, is a one-storey 
structure, with cedar siding and cedar shingle 
roof. 

In other business, the regional board discussed 
the idea of a bus service for Nanoose, and decided 
to refer the proposal to the board’s transportation 
committee. 

Nanoose director Olav Seale reported to the 
board that a committee of Nanoose residents has 
been established to study the idea of transit service 
for the community. 

He said that 92 per cent of those replying to a 
questionnaire sent out in September favored the 
bus service idea. 

At a meeting held for interested Nanoose resi¬ 
dents, it was decided to investigate the possibility 
of a Pacific Coach Lines route along Northwest Bay 
Road. 

The residents have also requested the regional 
board to make a feasibility study of an Urban 
Transit Authority route for Nanoose. 

Chairman of the newly-formed citizens com¬ 


mittee investigating the transit question is Berth 
Black. 

The regional board will go ahead with plans to 
extend the French Creek sewer system to 101 lots in 
the Eaglecrest Drive area, but there may be a 
holdup in Victoria. 

More than 80 per cent of the property owmers in 
the Eaglecrest, Seacrest and^utterball drive and 
Widgeon Place area have signed a petition request¬ 
ing the specified area for sewers. 

Bylaws will be drawn up to establish the Eagle¬ 
crest specified area, but they may be stalled in 
Victoria. 

Similar specified area bylaws for French Creek 
have been delayed at the provincial government 
level. 

Elsewhere, the School District 68 board has 
suffered a not-^expected setback, and has also 
taken a step forward in its move to leave Mid-Island 
Public Employers Association. 

That seemingly paradoxical turn of events was 
the result of a recent B.C. Labor Relations Board 
decision that the school board should not succeed in 
its arguments that the entire MIPEA organization 
should be disbanded. 

But, at the same time, the LRB decided that the 
school district’s bid to get out of MIPEA should 
proceed to a formal hearing. 

School board chairman Bill Holdom, in an¬ 
nouncing the LRB decision, said that the attempt to 
have MIPEA disbanded had been “a wild legal 
longshot.’’ 

However, he said, he was pleased to hear that 
the school board would have its day in court, by 
being able to present its case for withdrawal to a 
formal hearing. 

The LRB also ruled that the Canadian Union of 
Public Employeesr, Local 606, school district work¬ 
ers, should be involved in the formal hearing. 

No date has been set for the hearing. 

The school board voted to attempt to withdraw 
from MIPEA earlier this year. 

The school district, along with the town of 
Ladysmith, city of Nanaimo, Malaspina College 
and Nanaimo regional district, formed the employ¬ 
er bargaihing group in 1975. 

A bitter 16-week strike-lockout in 1976 plunged 
the employer group into controversy.

PORT ALBERNI — The 
directors of the Alberni- 
Clayoquot Regional District 
deliberated at length about 
regions at their October 
meeting. 

They had exactly one piece 
of correspondence to deal 
with b<*fore getting down to 
the usual business of c(»m- 
mittee reports and rezoning 
applications. 

This was a requ€*st from 
the Cherrv' Creek Commu 
nity Association to have the 
board certify its application 
to the ministry of recreation 
and conservation for a grant 
to improve a softball dia¬ 
mond in the district’s recre 
ation park. 

After no deliberation 
whatsoever, the board ap 
proved th<? certification and 
moved on to other matters. 

Considerable lime was 
spent in hearing and di.scus 
sing the report of chairman 
Pat Garcia on the meeting 
held In Nanaimo recently by 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
William Vander Zalm con 
cerning possible provincial 
legislation to change the 
structure and role of region¬ 
al districts. 

Several members of the 
regional board and the Port 
Alberni city council had at¬ 
tended the meeting. 

In herVeport, Garcia said 
that Vander Zalm had essen¬ 
tially asked for opinion on 
three alternatives regarding 
regional districts: To elimi¬ 
nate them altogether, to re . 
tain therp with .some modifi¬ 
cations. or to replace them 
with a county system, which 
would centralize their re¬ 
sponsibilities with those of 
the municipalities and 
school districts. 

She outlined briefly for the 
directors the questions 
which had been posed on 
-these alternatives, and her 
assessment of how the meet¬ 
ing had reacted to them. 

Generally, she said, it had 
been made obvious that very 
few if any of those attending 
the meeting wanted the dis¬ 
solution of regional districts 
or their replacement with a 
county system. 

She noted that she had 
“misunderstood ” the intent 
of the meeting, which she 
was led to believe was to be 
one merely of discussion, 
and was “disconcerted” by 
being asked to vote on a se¬ 
ries of proposals which 
Vander Zalm and his staff 
had prepared. 

This had led to a fear on 
her part that this single 
meeting, rather than being 
preliminary, ytas going to be 
the only one held before the 
minister took some legisla¬ 
tive action. 

She understood that it was 
one of 12 which the minister 
was conducting throughout 
the province. 

In discussion of her report, 
director Tony Dixon said 
that he had had some experi¬ 
ence with the county system 
as it applied in Alberta, 
where one larger elected 
group had responsibility for 
almost all government func¬ 
tions at the local level, such 
as schools, hospitals, com¬ 
munity planning, highways, 
etc. 

The system obviously 
called for a much more di¬ 
verse expertise on the part of 


the elected officials, he said, 
but they were supported by 
an expert civil sen ice orga¬ 
nization, and on the whole 
the method worked well. 

- Mayor Jim Robertson of 
Port Alberni, who had also 
attended the Nanaimo meet¬ 
ing, said that he had the dis¬ 
tinct impressing that Vander 
Zalm did not want to copy the 
county systems of either AI 
berta or Ontario, but rather 
was looking lor a new ap 
proach. 

. Dixon said, however, that 
government philosophy in 
B.C. was based on a “di 
vide-and-conquer” syn 
drome.

encouraging branch 
chapters across Canada 
to issue a weekly boycott 
list. 

Their six-month com¬ 
mitment terminated 
Sept. 1, and at that time 
W.A.R.P. members de¬ 
cided to discontinue the 
boycott list nationally 
and devote time to as¬ 
sessing the impact of 
their campaign. 

Many consumers who 
had grown to depend on 
the weekly list were left 
without any collective re¬ 
course against inflation, 
and so, prompted by the 
urging of faithful follow 
ers, W.A.R.P. in B.C. has 
decided to issue a prov¬ 
ince-wide boycott list 
every two weeks. 

The current list, valid 
from Oct. 17-Oct. 31, in¬ 
cludes the follow ing eight 
items: Milk powder, all 
dried fruits, coconut, 
walnuts, eggs over $1 per 
dozen, coffee (regular 
grind), lemons and paper 
towels. 

According to a 
W.A.R.P. news release 
from the head office in 
Ontario, there has been 
considerable success in 
uniting consumers. 

For the time being Van 
couver Island will con¬ 
tinue to have a regular 
boycott list, and 
W.A.R.P. reminds its fol 
lowers of its primary 
theme: “If the price Is too 
high, don’t buy!

Confusion reigned in U.S. financ^ markets Fri¬ 
day after the Federal Reserve Board^dmission that 
the central bank had made a $3-billion clerical error 
that played a role in the latest round of increases in 
the central bank interest rate in both the U.S. and 
Canada. 

Upon release of the news, many private-bank interest 
rates fell sharply in the U.S. but one major bank raised its 
prime lending rate to a record 15*4 per cent. 

The alarm was caused by a realization that facts the 
markets relied on until Thursday were wrong. 

“THIS IS NEVER-NEVER land,” complained William 
Gibson, an economist at Smith Barney, Harris Upham and 
Co. 

Citibank, the second-largest U.S. bank, raised its prime 
rate to 15*4 per cent but most other major banks failed to 
follow. Some analysts said the increase might be the last in a 
string over the last 10 weeks. 

The fall in other interest rates, however, indicated 
that money market certificates sold by banks and sav¬ 
ings institutions may be at their peak. Such accounts, 
with interest rates based on six-month Treasury bills, 
now yield 12.651 per cent. 

“WHEN A TRADER OR an investor sees from out of no¬ 
where he can be shot with a $3-billion correction in the 
money supply, that’s a tremendous risk,” said Gibson. 
“The traders right now are rather numb.” 

The Federal Reserve Board’s error was disclo.sed late 
Thursday as it released the weekly money supply fig¬ 
ures. Those numbers are closely watched by the mar¬ 
kets and the size of the error stunned financial analysts. 

The major reasons for the jymp in interest rates during 
the last month were the two major efforts by the Federal 
Re.serve to tighten credit. The first, on Oct. 6, was not 
influenced by the error but the second, on Oct. 18, may 
have been. 

“THE OCT. 18 TIGHTENING seems to have been based 
on an erroneous figure,” said David Jones, an analyst with 
Aubrey G. Lanston and Co. 

That was denied .by a spokeshian for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, which carried out the tight¬ 
ening moves. 

“If people think policy would have been substantially 
different over the last two or three weeks if those 
numbers had been correct, they’re wrong,” said Ri¬ 
chard Hoenig, the board’s spokesman. 


And in Ottawa Finance Minister John Crosbie angri¬ 
ly dismissed the reports as “a minor error which has not 
a jot or tittle of significance to Canadians or to the econ¬ 
omy.” 

SPOKESMEN FOR THE Liberal and New Democratic 
parties said the U.S. blunder proved that the government 
was wrong in tying interest rates slavishly to those of the U.S. 


They expressed concern and apprehension about the eco¬ 
nomic information the government is receiving. 

“I am surprised at the hysteria of the opposition critics 
on this matter,” Crosbie told reporters. “They just want 
to alarm the Canadian public.” 

“They made a minor error in calculating their money 
supply. 1 say — so what? These things happen all the 
time.” 


Crosbie said he had no intention of reconsidering this 
week’s interest rate increa.se In light of the information 
from the United States. 

The Federal Reserve, in an effort to control inflation, 
sets targets for money supply growth, which it attempts to 
control by either adding or withdrawing reserves from the 
country’s banks. On Friday, it twice added reserves, total¬ 
ling about $2.5 billion, analysts said, largely reversing its 
actions of Oct. 18. 

If the Federal Reserve is easing credit, that would re¬ 
duce the upward pressure on bank loan rates.

In this case, it was one man in 
particular—a faller named Sam 
Rogers. 

Sam had managed to get himself 
sacked by the Tahsis Logging Co. for 
rea.sons some of the folks decided 
were unjust. 

So the seven women picketed the 
operation and shut it down, singing as 
they did a country song that seemed to 
fit both the occasion and the town— 
Tammy Wynette’s Stand By Your 
Man.

SEOUL — President Park Chung-hee, 62, authoritarian 
ruler of South Korea for 18 years, was shot to death Fri¬ 
day night by the chief of the Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency in a dinner party quarrel that exploded into bloodshed. 

The United States immediately placed 39,000 
American troops in South Korea on battle alert and 
warned North Korea not to try to capitalize on the 
change in power in Seoul. 

Five other persons were killed in the shooting, 
including Park’s chief bodyguard, a government 
spokesman announced Saturday. The intelligence 
chief, Kim Jae Kyu, was arrested. 

Kim, who has headed the Korean CIA since 1976, 
was a close confidante of Park. 

At an emergency pre dawn cabinet meeting, 
Prime Minister Choi Khy Hah, known as a moderate, 
was named to succeed Park as president. Martial law 
was clamped on the country. 


They carried signs reading “Sam’s 
Our Man” and “Reinstate Sam.” 

Actually, Sam wasn’t their only 
man. They had husbands. The hus¬ 
bands, members of the International 
Woodworkers of America, wouldn’t 
cross the line set up by their wives. 
They reversed the usual role by serv¬ 
ing coffee and cookies. 

By Friday the ladies of Zeballos had 
proved they were a force to be reck¬ 
oned with. The picketing spread with 
woodworkers shutting down the com¬ 
pany’s two sawmills at Tahsis and a 
log^ng operation at Gold River. 

A cynic suggested that the women 
hadn’t really started the whole thing, 
that the men had put them up to it as 
a means of fighting for Rogers, who 
said he was fired for his part in a 
recent job action. 

But nobody seems willing to say that 
out front—at least within earshot of 
the women. 

At 1 p.m. today the Labor Relations 
Board will convene a hearing to deal 
with the company’s application for a 
cease-and-desist order. 

The hearing isn’t expected to fea¬ 
ture any cou^ntry music.

China, a 
strong ally of North Korea, 
also reported the death with 
no comment in a two-para¬ 
graph story by the official 
Xinhua news agency. 

In Washington, President 
Carter reassured South 
Korea that the United States 
“will continue to stand firm¬ 
ly behind its treaty commit¬ 
ments” to the Asian nation. 

Immediately after news of 
Park’s killing, the U.S. de¬ 


fence department ordered 
two divisions of American 
troops in South Korea put on 
increased alert. 

Carter was informed of the 
upheaval several hours in 
advance of the first official 
announcement. He discus¬ 
sed the situation with his 
advisers, then left for Camp 
David for the weekend. 

White Hou.se officials said 
a national security meet¬ 
ing was held immediately. 
Carter did not attend, but 
tho.se at the session included 
national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and the 
joint chiefs of staff.

LONDON (UPl) — An accident 
last June at a factory producing 
bacteriological weapons in the Si¬ 
berian city of Novosibirsk report¬ 
edly left hundreds dead and thou¬ 
sands ill from a mysterious 
disease, a British newsmagazine 
said Friday. 

In Moscow, Soviet and diplo¬ 
matic sources did not discount the 
report, but said they were unable 
to cpnfirm it. 

In an article entitled “The Great 
Russian Germ War Disaster,” 


Now, a new British newsmaga¬ 
zine, said it had a received a report 
of the accident from a traveller 
who was in the city at the time. It 
said Soviet authorities had at¬ 
tempted to suppress all informa¬ 
tion on the subject. 

According to the Now report, 
shortly after the accident oc¬ 
curred, people living near the fac¬ 
tory on the city’s southern out¬ 
skirts began coming down with a 
mysterious disease and soon filled 
the hospitals to overflowing. 


It said the number of patients 
ran into the thousands and the 
death rate was said to be “very 
high.” 

Relatives were forbidden to see 
the bodies, which were delivered 
to them in sealed coffins, although 
some who succeeded in examining 
the victims reported they were 
covered with brown patches, the 
magazine said. 

It said a ban was imposed on 
travel to and from the city and 
residents were instructed not to 


discuss what had happened. 

Novosibirsk, with a population 
of nearly 1,400,000 is Siberia’s big¬ 
gest city. It lies about 4,000 kilo¬ 
metres east of Moscow. 

Now said the exact nature of the 
disease probably never would be 
known but suggested it might have 
b<‘en the result of either experi¬ 
mentation with a new type of 
airborne ^irus or the result of a 
chemical accident, similar to the 
one that hit the Italian town of 
Seveso.

What^silibii's carpet 
fibres do and don’t do: 


By 

MARILIN HOFFMANN 

Carpet is considered a 
“big ticket” purchase 
and one intended to last 
seven to 10 years. At 
popular price levels, good 
carpet is available in the 
$12- to $14-a-yard bracket, 
and better grades run $17 
to $22. 

When just the price of 
the carpet is quoted, an 
additional charge per 
yard must be added for 
synthetic rubber or hair 
and jute padding, plus 
local installation char¬ 
ges, which vary from city 
to city. 

Q. What type of fiber is 
best? 

A. There probably is no 
“best” fiber today. Spe¬ 
cific fibers meet specific 
needs. Wool is the original 
natural carpet, and it is 
beautiful, serviceable, 
takes dye well and has 
good resiliency. It may 
not be as durable as many 
man-made fibers, and it 
has the highest cost. It 


therefore is used in less 
than 1 percent of all 
broadloom production. 
Wool is available for $18 
and up per yard. 

Nylon has become the 
strongest and most eco¬ 
nomical of all the syn¬ 
thetic fibers, and it con¬ 
stitutes about 80 per cent 
of all production. Nylon 
resists stains, dyes well 
and offers good abrasion 
and crush resistance. 

It can take on a silky ^ 
sheen or the low-luster 
look of pure wool. Nylon 
has been improved over 
the years, and today’s 
third generation nylons 
are permanently static- 
proof as well as soil-resis¬ 
tant. Such built-in advan¬ 
tages might cost an extra 
$1 to $2 per yard. Labels 
should be checked for 
both static and soil resis¬ 
tance. 

Other fibers used in 
carpets are polyester, 
acrylics and olefin. Olefin 
is used primarily in kit¬ 
chen and indoor-outdoor 
carpet, where its resis¬ 


tance to fading and stain¬ 
ing is important. Acrylics 
are more expensive than 
nylon and though they 
feel more like wool than 
any other fiber, their use 
has declined in recent 
years. Polyester has good 
abrasion resistance and 
bulk, but is more suscep¬ 
tible to oil-based stains 
and soil. 

Q. What else should a 
good label include? 

, A. The name of the 
^ fiber, backing, informa¬ 
tion on flammability, 
lightfastness, colorfast- 
ness and the results of 
wear tests. General care 
and cleaning instructions 
should be there, as well as 
information on where 
carpet should be used. 
Labels have become in¬ 
creasingly helpful and in¬ 
formative and should be 
read carefully. 

Q. Does carpeting help 
conserve energy? 

A. Yes, carpeted floors 
are warmer than noncar- 
peted ones, because 
drafts of cold air are kept 



out by tb^ carpet a^id pad 
insulation. Thermal tests 
indicate that heating bills 
can be cut down by as 
much as 13 per cent when 
carpeting and underpad¬ 
ding are used throughout 
a home. A carpet’s pile 
construction has air 
spaces or pockets be¬ 
tween the carpet’s pile 
fibers to hold in the warm 
air. 

Q. What about colors? 

A. The choice never has 
been wider. Every subtle 
pastel, and clear bright 
hue is available today. 
The current range of 
blues is enormous, but re¬ 
member that blue still is 
the color most susceptible 
to fading problems. Me¬ 
dium colors are most 
practical for not showing 
lint, soil and animal 
hairs. Patterned or tex¬ 
tured carpets probably 
are the best for camou¬ 
flaging wear and soil, but 
they have to fit lifestyles 
and decorating schemes. 
Bold patterns on the floor 
insist on dominating the 
decorating scheme, so 
choose wisely. 

Q. What should you take 
to the carpet store with 
you? 

A. Exact measure¬ 
ments of the rooms, chips 


of the paint colors used 
and swatches of fabrics 
and wallpapers used in 
the room or rooms. Also 
take color snapshots of 
the rooms as they now 
look and perhaps a few 
magazine clippings of 
rooms that you like. 
Speak frankly to the 
salesman about your 
needs and preferences, 
and listen to his advice on 


which carpets might 
serve best. 

Q. How do you find a 
reliable retailer? 

A. Seek recommenda¬ 
tions from friends or busi¬ 
ness acquaintances or 
Better Business Bureaus. 
Look for a dealer who is 
well established and who 
is known to stand behind 
the merchandi.se and its 
installation.

Refinish old furniture 
and save some money

An 
old dresser can look like 
new by giving it a new 
finish and replacing the 
doorknobs. 

The Miniwax Co. offers 
the following tips on pre¬ 
paring the wood, correct¬ 
ing imperfections and se¬ 
lecting the finish. 

1. Inspect wood for fun¬ 
gus or mildew which will 
appear as gray-blue 
streaks or blemishes and 
cannot be bleached out or 
covered. 

2. Sand to delete 
scratches, nicks and tool¬ 


ing and to provide a tight, 
smooth surface. Any dust 
can be removed with a 
lint-free cloth or tack 
rag. 

3. Raise shallow dents 
and gouges with steam by 
placing a damp cloth over 
the dent, then pressing 
down hard with a me¬ 
dium-hot iron. The steam 
causes the wood fibers to 
expand. 

4. For gouges and 
cracks, mix animal glue 
with the sanding dust, 
tamp in the mixture, let 
cure and smooth down 
with a razor blade. 


5. Choose the wood fin¬ 
ish to fit in with the color 
scheme of your home. 
When applying the finish, 
use a clean brush or cloth 
to penetrate deep into the 
-wood. Deep penetration 
prevents dents and 
scratches from exposing 
bare wood. 

6. After finishing, apply 
a protective surface. Fin¬ 
ishing waxes, antique oil 
and polyurethanes offer a 
variety of protective sur¬ 
faces. 

7. For long-lasting 
beauty and durability, po- 
lyurethane gloss and 
satin finishes are ideal 
for furniture subject to 
heavy use.

Number One contender 
for my Collector of the 
Year award (a plaster 
cast of Joe Clark’s foot¬ 
print) is David Richard¬ 
son of Perth, Ontario, 
who writes:- “I have been 
collecting for about ten 
years, specializing in 
paper items. 

These range from 
newspaper clippings to 
calendars via match- 
covers, business cards, 
postcards, advertising 
material, magazines, 
books, etc. I trade some of 
these items at the Curios¬ 


ity Comer, a small store 
where I work one day a 
week. It has only been 
open two months and al¬ 
ready I have made over 
$75. 

The owner buys stock at 
auction sales and I cover 
local garage sales and 
flea markets. Here are 
some of the items I have 
.sold — a 1938 brochure 
and map of the 1000 Is¬ 
lands for $1.00. A set of 
five pictures of the 
Dionne Quintuplets given 
away by Quaker Oats in 
1935 for $2.00. A Rideau 
Beverages drink bottle, 


Of caps and keys 
and Cola trays 


50 cents. Popular Me¬ 
chanics Shop Notes com¬ 
plete, 1938 for $1.00. 

“We get into all kinds of 
things like comic books, 
depression glass, chin- 
aware, old jewellery, 
books and furniture but I 
am starting to get seri¬ 
ously interested in Coca 
Cola items. 

I have made a start 
with magazine advertis¬ 
ing from the 1950s and 
earlieir. I recently traded 
a set of German made 
salt and pepper shakers 
for two Coke trays — one 
is the 1973 reproduction of 
the 1926 golfing couple; 
the other has not been 
definitely identified yet 
but I think it is an original 
from the 1950s. The scene 
on the tray is of 6 Coke 
bottles sitting on wicker 
serving wedges with 
sandwiches. The wording 
is Serve Coca Cola, Sign 
of Good Taste. The tray is 
in very good condition 
and has been valued .so 


far at about $30 — 3 times 
the price of the salt and 
pepper shakers. 

“So I feel I have learn¬ 
ed a lot about antiques 
and collectibles from ex¬ 
perience and from print¬ 
ed information such as 
newspaper articles and 
special interest books. I 
know it is no big deal 
so far buy buying and 
selling has added a great 
deal of zest to my collect¬ 
ing enthusiasm.** 

I print David’s note as a 
perfect example of the 
joy of collecting with a 
limited budget. His letter 
sheds light on that old 
problem of mine when I 
am asked to answer the 
perennial queastion “is it 
valuable?’* 

David’s one and two 
dollar items were ex¬ 
tremely valuable in 
terms of the fun he got out 
of them. A tray which 
originally could not have 
cost more than 50 cents is 
registering a 6000% ap¬ 


preciation when it trades 
for $30. But is that what 
my questioners mean by 
“valuable”? I never 
know. 

The Coke tray photo¬ 
graphed is not an origi¬ 
nal, but a reproduction of 
one product in 1900. It 
sells for $15. Other Coke 
tray reproductions are 
priced as low as $7. 

Another collector of ad¬ 
vertising items is E. L. 
Mitchell of Thornhill, On¬ 
tario, who has acquired 
more than 400 peaked 
caps showing the crests of 
industrial firms, sports 
clubs, etc. and wonders if 
anyone else collects them 
and how best to display 
them. 

The caps? Four hun¬ 
dred of them? Surely you 
would only save the crests 
themselves. You could 
then display them on the 
wall in glass panels. What 
is interesting about this 
item is that it defies all 


the laws of collecting 
which sends people in 
pursuit of items which 
were once made in mil¬ 
lions, and then thr^n 
away in millions, be<^ni- 
ing rare in the process. 


The same might be .said 
of other advertising spe¬ 
cialties such as key tags 
and pens. 

Does this mean that 
they are not worth col¬ 
lecting? I would not say 
that, but the collector 
must be content to collect 
purely for the pleasure 
with not even as much 
hope of profit as David 
Richardson had — at 
least not yet. Given an¬ 
other hundred years 
these “worthless** adver¬ 
tising items will provide 
a unique record of com¬ 
panies which no longer 
exist and sports teams 
which have long since 
played their last game. 

Today eventually be¬ 
comes The Past, if we 
wait long enough. Read¬ 
ers* letters should be ad¬ 
dressed to Collector’s 
Item, R.R. 1, Lowbanks.

On land that was farm 
land only a few years ago, 
new houses priced in the 
high seventies and eight¬ 
ies range are going up 
quickly, and selling like 
hotcakes. 

Castle Properties, Na¬ 
tional Trust, and Seas- 
pray Realty all have 
homes for sale in this de¬ 
velopment on Nelthorpe 
Street and Greythorne 
Place. 

There are also homes 
for sale directly by such 
developers as Branson 
Construction and R. 
Philps Construction. 

These homes are uni¬ 
quely located in Victoria, 
the higher ones, which 


back onto Saanich Road, 
have lovely south-facing 
views of Swan Lake, with 
Saanich Municipal Hall 
visible in the distance. 

All are only a few steps 
away from access to the 
Swan Lake/Christmas 
Hill nature trail which 
goes all around the lake, 
and which takes about an 
hour to circumnavigate.

Q. We have nikrks on 
some of onr fumitHre and 
we are not too snre what 
they are and how to get 
rid of them. Could you 
please help ns? 

A. There are a number 
of simple solutions to re¬ 
move minor marks or 
stains from furniture. 
Many times marks on 
furniture look worse than 
they really are. Most fur¬ 
niture marks are caused 
by setting something 
either wet or hot on the 
surface. Many times 
these marks can be eli¬ 
minated by simply using 
a good quality furniture 
cleaner such as Circa 
Furniture Cleaner avail¬ 
able from department 
stores. If this doesn’t 
work and the surface of 
the furniture has been 
marred then use 0000 
Steel Wool. Rub the steel 
wool on the surface in the 
direction of the grain. For 


more stubborn marks or¬ 
dinary lighter fluid could 
be used, although be very 
careful with the lighter 
fluid since it is flam¬ 
mable. Use a clean piece 
of cloth dipped in the 
lighter fluid. Methol Hy¬ 
drate will remove most 
water marks. If none of 
the above works, then be¬ 
fore attempting more se¬ 
vere methods of repair¬ 
ing the marked furniture, 
try to determine what the 
finish of the furniture is. 
It could be either lacquer, 
varnish or a liquid plas¬ 
tic. Also you should de¬ 
termine what the wood is 
and whether it is solid 
wood or a veneer. After 
these things have been 
determined consult a pro¬ 
fessional furniture re-fin¬ 
isher before attempting 
any further methods. If 
the stain has gone right 
through the finish and has 
actually marred the sur¬ 
face of the wood then 
likely a complete strip¬ 


ping of the finish and 
re-finishing is the only 
way that you will save the 
furniture. 

Q. On cooler days in (he 
winter we have noticed 
excessive amount of con¬ 
densation on onr windows 
and when it gets below 
freezing we notice a cer¬ 
tain amount of condensa¬ 
tion in the comer right on 
the wall in the living 
room. What causes this 
and how can we rectify 
It? 

A. When the humidity 
level in your house is too 
high for the thermal effi¬ 
ciency of the windows in 
the wall it causes the 
moisture in the air to con¬ 
densate on the windows 
and walls on cold days. As 
air cools its ability to hold 
water vapor is decreased. 
Air in a home will cool as 
it comes in contact with 
cold surfaces such as 
windows and poorly insu¬ 
lated walls. As the air 
flows down the wall or

window it becomes even 
cooler as heat is transfer¬ 
red out through the wall 
or window. The cooler it 
becomes the more mois¬ 
ture it gives up as its 
relative humidity is re¬ 
duced. That is why mois¬ 
ture and ice will form at 
the bottom of a window or 
wall first. In the case of 
condensation forming in 
the comer of a wall, this is 
usually due to the method 
of construction. TOhout 
doing anything to thetthi- 
dows and the walls you 
can lessen this problem 
by reducing the amount 
of humidity in the air in 
your home. Therefore 
proper control of relative 
humidity is important. 
But even when there is the 
proper amount of humidi¬ 
ty in the air and the 
thermal efficiency of the 
window is inadequate you 
will still notice a small 
amount of moisture on 
the window and this is 
normal. It’s only when 
this condition causes 
problems by causing the 
water to run into the wall 
that you have to take fur¬ 
ther action. The introduc¬ 
tion of fresh air from out¬ 
side through a forced air 
heating system will help 
to reduce the amount of 
humidity in the air in the 
house. If you don’t have 
an exhaust fan in the 
kitchen that is exhausted 
right outside you could in¬ 
stall a fan in the ceiling 
connected to a de-humi- 
distat. Then the fan will 
come on whenever the hu¬ 
midity reaches a certain 
level. If you still have too 
much humidity after try¬ 
ing all of the above, then 
you should buy a dehu¬ 
midifier. 

Q. We have problems 
with the grout in our 
ceramic tile. Over a 
period of years it all 
turned grey and now we 
have to renew the 
ceramic tile around our 
bathtub and on our bath¬ 
room floor, and we won¬ 
der what we can do to 
prevent that from occur¬ 
ring again. 

A. Most ceramic grout 
used in bathrooms is 
white. Because of this it 
eventually turns grey and 
becomes difficult to 
clean. There is a spe¬ 
cial grout that has a sili¬ 
cone already mixed in it 
made by General Electric 
.Silicone Division. This 



will help to keep the grout 



white longer. There are a 
number of tile grouts 
available in pre-mixed 
colors, and usually they 
are only available from 
ceramic speciality 
stores. A colored ceramic 
tile grout of course will 
solve using grout on a 
bathroom floor. You 
should never use white 
grout on the floor and I 
would prefer a grey one. 
However other dark 
colors would work just 
as well. Colored grout 
lines can be used to ac¬ 
cent the many tiles that 
are available for bath¬ 
room floors and walls. If 
you use a colored grout 
that does not have a sili¬ 
cone additive in it then 


is on the main floor you 
should open a tap in the 
basement to allow the 
water to drain down 
through the system so 
that it doesn’t come out of 
the tap as you are taking 
it apart. On most single¬ 
lever faucets you find a 
small set screw under the 
handle near the base. Use 
an Allen key to remove 
the set screw and then 
remove the level. Next 
remove the cap from the 
faucet. Make sure that 
you do not damage the 
cap by letting the wrench 
slip on the cap. Make sure 
that your wrench is tight 
or place a piece of cloth 
around the cap first. 



make sure that you spray 
the grout after it has 
dried properly with a sili¬ 
cone spray. This is to seal 
the grout and prevent it 
from being damaged by 
moisture. Whenever you 
are going to clean the 
tiles in the bathroom u.se 
the silicone spray as a 
cleaner. 

Q. The single-lever faucet 
in our kitchen sink is leak¬ 
ing and w hen we called a 
plumber he said that it 
would cost Just about as 
much to repair it as to in¬ 
stall a new faucet. Can w e 
repair it onrselves? 

A. That all depends on 
what’s wrong with it. You 
did not say where the fau¬ 
cet was leaking. How¬ 
ever, if it is leaking where 
it sits on the base then the 
“O” ring is defective. If it 
is dripping from the spout 
even when the lever is 
tightly closed, it is likely 
that the washers are worn 
or damaged. The first 
step in repairing a single¬ 
lever faucet is to turn off 
the water. If you have a 
two-storey house and the 


After the cap is removed 
you then remove the con¬ 
trol ball and you will see 
two washers on the ends 
of two springs. Simply in¬ 
sert new washers on the 
ends of the springs and 
re-assemble the faucet. 
Repair kits are available 
consisting of washers, 
“0” rings, control valves 
and springs, from your 
local building supply 
store or plumbing spe¬ 
cialty store. If the springs 
don’t look to be squashed 
down then there is no need 
to replace them. However 
if they look damaged or 
rusted they they should be 
replaced also. Sometimes 
the control ball itself is 
defective and it’s just a 
matter of replacing it. 
In most single-lever fau¬ 
cets the control ball has a 
notch in one side of it that 
fits into a little bump on 
the edge of the seat for the 
control ball. Therefore 
you can’t put it in wrong. 
If it is the “O” ring that is 
defective and causing a 
leak, then remove the 
spout and replace the “O” 
ring.

And common sense is 
the protector least ap¬ 
plied in the marketplace, 
says Ben Helms, a manu¬ 
facturer of wooden deco¬ 
rative accessories. 

“The average home¬ 
maker just plain hasn’t 
learned to shop with his or 
her own best intersts in 
mind,’’ Helms maintains. 
“Common sense is the 
most powerful and most 
overlooked weapon in 
your battle for home de¬ 
sign supremacy.** 

Helms is a firm believ¬ 
er in shopper self-protec¬ 
tion. He advises consum¬ 
ers to master these 


simple but potent shop¬ 
ping techniques: 

1. Know your needs. Ad¬ 
vance knowledge is 
power. Start with a shop¬ 
ping list to avoid needless 
impulse buying. Take 
along pictures, color 
swatches, color samples 
and editorial pictures 
from magazines. Pre-se¬ 
lect items that comple¬ 
ment your overall design 
scheme. 

Arrive at the store 
armed with knowledge 
and a plan. 

A logical outline: fur¬ 
nishings now owned and 
their styles and colors, 
furnishings needed with 
complementary styles 
and colors, room mea¬ 
surements and numbers 
of doors and windows. 

2. Budget your plan. 
The amount you budget, 
of course, depends on 
total income, require¬

ments in fundamental 
areas (housing, food) and 
how important home at¬ 
mosphere is to you. Write 
down the items you need 
and estimate costs for 
each. Arrange items in 
priority.

3. Background your¬ 
self. Read and heed de¬ 
corating books, consumer 
services of government, 
advice booklets from as¬ 
sociations and newspaper 
articles. Good home de¬ 
sign is a constant learning 
process. There is much 
good information avail¬ 
able. Put it to use. 

4. Read labels, hang 
tags, seals. Find out the 
manufacturer’s name, 
materials and construc¬ 
tion methods used, fin¬ 
ishes applied, use and 
care recommended, per¬ 
formance that can be ex¬ 
pected, guarantees and 
warranties inluded. File 
labels, hang tags and 


seals for future refer¬ 
ence. 

5. Buy quality. The best 
quality is usually the best 
buy for products you ex¬ 
pect to use frequently or 
keep for many years. 
Lower quality items may 
be a better buy for fur¬ 
nishings you plan to use 
only a short time or infre¬ 
quently. 

6. Inspect merchan¬ 
dise. Well-made furnish¬ 
ings last longer and look 
more attractive than 
poorly made pieces. High 
price alone does not indi¬ 
cate the best quality or 
most durable item. 
Therefore, carefully ex¬ 
amine any item you are 
considering. 

Sit in chairs, and sofas. 
Feel fabrics. Pull out 
drawers and open doors. 
Pull out and lie on sleep¬ 
er-sofas. Stretch out on 
mattresses and box 
springs. Check joint con¬ 
struction. Rock furniture 


to test sturdiness. Switch 
lamps on and off. Check 
sizes to make sure items 
will fit into your floor 
plan. 

7. Check guarantees 
and warranties.

For those who are wor¬ 
ried about making the 
biggest purchase of their 
lives, these are the cen¬ 
tral questions the pro¬ 
spective home buyer can 
ask him/herself before 
hand. 

The buyer should con¬ 
sider his prospective 
neighbors, the commu¬ 
nity and how the new lo¬ 
cation will affect his 
life. 

In new developments, 
in particular, the pro¬ 
spective home owner 
should be interested in 
what plans are being 
made for surrounding 
properties. Find out what 
streets are destined to be¬ 
come larger arterials and 
what general changes are 
in store for existing resi¬ 
dential neighborhoods. 

Some may be set aside 
for future apartments, 
community businesses or 
even light industrial uses 
as the community ex¬ 
pands. 

Don't be shy about ask¬ 
ing city or district of¬ 
ficials about the future 
of an area. Find out if 
the community is consid¬ 
ering a sports stadium, 
regional airport, shop¬ 
ping centre or any other 
development tosettle 
nearby.
